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I came to Nanking in a big river 
steamer. The city lies on the Yangtse, 
200 miles west of Shanghai and about 
400 miles east of Hankow. It is famous 
as the old capital of China, but to use 
a favorite expression of William T. 
Stead, “It now has God Almighty’s 
boots on and dis tramping ahead aiong 
the paths of modern progress.” One of 
the best of the new railroads now con- 
nects it with Shanghai, another is 
building toward Peking and Tientsin, 
and others have been projected to Can- 
ton and Hankow. 

The changes in the place were appar- 
ent on landing. When I visited the 
city fourteen years ago I had to show 
a Chinese passport before I got off the 
boat. The port is now free to every 
one, and I wae able to go as I pleased. 
Then I rode from the river to the town 
on a donkey, and we climbed up hiil 
and down, half swimming the pools and 
wading in mud all the way. My trip of 
today was made in a carriage over a 
well macadamized road, shaded with 


willows. The road siopes from the 


center, and is perfectly drainefl. It is 
about six miles in length, and is one 
of the thirty miles of paved highway 


which the city has built within the 


past three or four years. 
The New Nanking. 

Nanking lies On a creek five miles 
back of the Yangtse-Kiang. It was 
made an open port in 1899, and now 
has @n annual] trade of ten million 
taels. A lively foreign settlement is 


rising along the banks of the river, . 
and modern buildings have been con- 
structed all the way from there to the | 
city. I found two dozen cabs and many | 


jinrickshas at the wharves, and, as [ 
landed, heard the steam whistle of the 
engine on the new railroad, which has 


just been completed, joining the river |

Shortiy after we entered the walls | 
of the city. Dr. Garritt, the president | 


of the Presbyterian Theological semi- 
nary, who was with me, began to point 
out the new school buildings, erected 
by the Chinese government; and, off 
in the distance, he showed me the 
smoke stack of a modern mint, which 


is now coining money for the viceroy. | 


When I was there last the natives were 


chopping up silver ingots a@d weigh- | 
ing the chunks to pay their large bills, | 
end all retail transactions were in cash, | 
little round copper coins with a hole | 
in the center, of which it took 2,000 . 
to equal the value of one of our dollars. | 


At that time I carried about ten pounds 
of coins with me on my donkey, as I 
rode up to-the city. Today my cab fare 
was paid with a Chinese banknote of 
the province of Hupeh, lying 400 miles 
up the river: and the change [ got in 
return was in silver coins fresh from 
the mint. 
China's Ancient Capital. 

Such things seem strange in this town 
of the ages. Nanking is one of the old 
cities of history. It was in existence 
690 years when Jesus Christ was a 
baby, and ti municipal hair was gray 
with double thatage when Mohammed, 
as a boy, was playing on the sands of 
Arabia. The wall which now surrounds 
it was bullt a century before Shakes- 
peare wrote the “Merchant of Venice,’

and its mighty porcelain tower, which 
cost $3,000,000, was erected fifteen gen- 
erationg ago, when one of the most pro- 
gressive monarchs of China had his 
capital here. That tower was made of 
the finest porcelain slabs, and it blazed 
out under the sun, rising to a height 


nearly half that of the Washington 
monument. It had nine stories, and a 
spiral staircase within led from the 
ground to the summit. About’ each 
story was a galley, roofed with green 
tiles, and from the corners of the roofs 
hung bells which tinkled when swayed 
by the wind. Upon its top was a masg 
of iron as big as a haystack. This was 
plated with gold, and could be seen for 
miles up and down the Yangtse-Kiang 
Waliey. 

Of this mighty tower the basin is 
all that remains. It has been placed 
upon a foundation of marble and now 
lies some distance away from the 
mighty monument which it covered. 
The tower itself was destroyed during 
the Tai-ping rebellion, because the 
insurgents thought it was affecting 
the spirits of the air and bringing bad 
luck. Its materials were taken for 
other buildings and the _ roreigners 
carried away all that was left. Totlay 
the very foundation is gone, and the 
Chinese viceroy, who has made his 
capital here, has an arsenal for mak- 
ing modern guns on its site, and the 
factory hands are called to their work 
by the shrill whistle of steam. 

On the Dragon’s Hack. 

In addition to this there are powder 
mills nearby, and every now and then 
an explosion occurs which frightens 
the ghosts of th etowerv and horrifies 
th ecitizens, for fear it may stir up 
the dragon, upon whose back Nanking 
is built. Notwithstanding the modern 
awakening, ghosts, witches and drag- 
ons are tive elements still in this part 
of the world. The Chinese believe in 
Sprits and they will @o nothing with- 
out consulting their vishes. The 
witch doctors here have a regular 
profession. They read the stars, the 
winds and the waters and pretend to 
predict just what the spirits of good 
luck and bad will do upofl every oc- 
casion. I have told you how, when 
the late €mperor was buried, the gov- 
ernment sent out geomancers to pick 
out a lucky site for his tomb. No sen- 
sible Chinese would rest in his grave 
if it were not so selected: and in 
building a house or making a new 
town for the living these men are 
called into pick out the sites. 

In such work the geomancers do 
their best to find a spot connected 
with a dragon. Of all the animals the 
Chinese consider tnis the most lucky. 
It forms the imperial coat of arms, 
it is seen upon the triangular impe- 
rial flags apd it brings good fortune 
er bad to every dynasty or ruler. Ac- 
eording to the Celestial belief the 
dragon can do anything. It can swell 
itself into an elephant or shrink to a 
ghat. When an eclipse is expected 
the astrologers tell the people that the 
Gragon is about to attempt to swal- 
low the moon, and the emperor there- 
upon sends forth ag edict command- 
ing all godd citizens to turn out and 
beat drums and pans to scare him 
away. This was actually the case a 
few months during my stay in 
Nanking? A t deal! ground 
on which the elty stands is shaped 
like a dragon, and the emperor who 
founded it said: “If I can bulld mg 
capital here on the dragon’s back it 
will last forever.” 


Nanking’s Mighty Wallis. 
That was many generations 


bricks of about the same Size as those 
used in the great wall of China, laid 
up in two paralel lines of: solid ma- 
sonry, the space being filled in with 
earth and stone. They are paved at 
the top, and upon them are still piles 
of stones, placed there long ago, that 
they might be thrown down upon the 
enemies besieging the city. These 
walls surround a great space which is 
now devoted to farming. The build- 
ings of the city cover considerable 
ground, but there is enough still va- 
cant to contain another city the size 
of Boston, Baltimore or St. Louls. 
But I want to tell you about the 
Nanking of today. I am writing of 


‘the awakening of China, and this old 


town has its eyes open. It has jumped 
from its couch of the ages, and is 
primping and adorning itself for the 
modern civilization. It is paving its 
streets. The filthy conditions of four- 
teen years ago have vanished. The 
ruts have disappeared, and one can 
now drive through the town in a car- 
riage. There are some passenger 
wheelbarrows still, but they are fast 
being displaced by jinrikishas. I under- 
stand that the beggars, who were 
so numerous in the past, have changed 
their oecupation and become human 
horses. They have taken to pulling 
the ‘riskishas, and they will take you 
anywhere in the town for five or ten 
cents a ride. The buildings are im- 
proving. There are glass windows in 
many of the shops, and the wealthier 
citizens are putting up residences of 
European style. The foreign consuls 
live in two-story bricks, the American 
cofisulate being one of the best houses 
in the city. 
Nanking’s New Schools. 

Nanking has always been a great 
educational center. When I was last 
here I visited its examination halls and 
saw 10,000 Chinese boys writing es- 
says. Each sat in a little brick cell, 
watched by policemen and it took 
them three days and thrée nights to go 
through their tests. Such as passed 
expected to go to further examina- 
tions at Peking, where, if successful, 
they would be given appointments to 
office. Those cells cover 15 or more 
acres. They are still standing, but the 
viceroy has decreed that they are to 
be demolished,’ and he will build a 
great public market house upon the 
same space. Such structures are 
needed no longer. The new education 
demande modern school buildings, and 
the old Chinese classics miust take a 
back geat. 
® modern schoolhouses are 
sprinksAe up in different parts of 
Nanking. The city has already 89 
schools run by the government. It 
has several large kindergartens and 
many primary and secondary schools. 
It has a normal college, with 6500 
students, a polytechnic school: with 
220 and industrial schools of various 
kinds. In all the schools gymnasiums 
have been established, and the boys 
drill several days every week. The 
viceroy has planned an athietic park, 
where school meets will be held once 
@® year. and the various teams will 
compete in sprinting, jumping, pole 
vaulting and oteer athletic sports. 
Several such events have already been 
held, and they were witnessed by thou- 
sands of Chinese of all classes.

In the new army and in their schools 
the Chinese are now using many Jap- 
anese instructors and drill masters. 
These will not last, for most of them 
are inefficient, and this is especially 
so of the teachers. The Japanese are 
artificial, andwin the modern sciences 
and school methods aré at best but 
skillful imitators. The Chinese are 
now employing two languages, and 
more especially on account oi their 
cheapness. Their work is not proving 
good. and these people. who measure 
everything by results, willl soon come 
to appreciate this, and will b@ ready 
to pay for better trained brains. 

Speaking of the Chinese wanting the 
best, Dr. R. C. Beebe, the head of the 
great Methodist hospital and schoo! at 
Nanking, tells me of an incident which 
occurred this week in relation to one 
of hig patients. Said he: 

“China wants good goods, and is 
prepared to pay for them. For in- 
stance, I have a one-eyed patient who 
broke his glass eye the other day, and, 
as I was going to Shanghai, he asked 
me to buy him a new one. I did so, 
and I have it here.” With this the 
doctor opened a box and showed me 
a false eye. As we looked at it, he 
continued:

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ENGLISH PUBLIC MONEY IS WASTED BY INCOMPETENCE 
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London, December 11.—Americans are 
accustomed to look on the English 
publie services as models of economy 
and efficiency and Englishmen are in 
the habit of priding themselves on the 
fact that the graft scandals which are 
so frequentiv heard of in connection 
with American cities are unheard of 
here, but both Americans and English- 
men will find their belief in English 
efficiency of administration at least, 
rudely shaken by the revelations which 
have just been made in evidence taken 
by the committee of public accounts. 
This is a committee appointed by the 
house of commons to look into the 
weneral system of administration in 
what are known as the “spending de- 
partments” of the government, and it 
has been finding out things that are 
surprising, and in many cases amus- 
ing. 

It is only fair to say at the start 
that there has been no evidence to in- 
dicate that anybody in the government 
service made any profit out of it, but 
what is nearly as bad, there was lots 
of evidence that a good many of the 
government servants allowed the gov- 
ernment to be cheated, and wasted the 
public maney simply because they 
knew nothing about the work which it 
was their duty to perform. 

As usual the army came off worst. 
Everyone will remember some of the 
dclightful stories told at the investiga- 
tion after the South African war. Dur- 
ing that campaign, for instance, one 
commissariat officer sold condemned 
food suppli@ to contractors, and then 
bought them back again two days 
later at four times what he sold them 
for. All that could be said for him 
was that he didn’t know any better. 
He hadn't even sense enough to get 
a “rake off" on the contractor's prof- 
a , 

After these disclosures everybody 
theught that things would improve. 
Experts were employed and an elabo- 
rate’ new system of oheks was in- 
vented, .but it seems now that they 
failed to work. One of the funniest 
stories which has just been told to the 
committee of public actounts concerns 
a manu heap at Bulford, the great 
cavalry camp on Salisbury Plain. When 
going through the accounts the com- 
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$5,000 for removing this heap, and it 
immediately sent for a dozen or more 
of the officers who had to do with this 
department. One after anotWtr de- 
clared his entire ignorance of why this 
heap should have cost $6,000 to re- 
miove, and why so much refuse from 
the camp stables had been allowed to 
accumulate. Finally one was found 
who had been at Bulford for some 
years, and he cleared up the mystery. 
He said that the heap had really been 
forgotten, and that it eventually be- 
came covered with a luxuriant growth 
of grass, wild flowers and weeds, so 
that the new officers comigg down 
thought {t a permanent and not un- 
pleasing feature of the landscape. Even 
he, however, could not explain why in 
a closely farmed country like England, 
where manure is worth about $1.25 a 
load, it should have cost $10 a load to 
remove it. The fact is that the officers 
who had charge of this department did 
not know that the stuff had any value, 
and knew still less that a fair price 
for carting it away would have been 
anything between 26 and 60 cents a 
lead, if it had been totally worthless. 

Then there was a story about a farm 
in South Africa which the army bought 
for a remount center during the war. 
Incidentally it was stated that the 
price, paid was about three times the 
real value, Dut that was thrashed out 
at the former investigation. It was 
the subsequent history of the farm 
that was interesting this time. The 
war office let it four times in succes- 
sion, each time at a lower rent than 
the last, although the first tenant of- 
fered to guarantee the rent for a term 
of years. The officers on the spot did 
not think it necessary, however, and 
the outcome was that the country lost 


‘about $6,000 up to date. 


‘Coming nearer home there was the 
story of a farm near Athlone, in Ire- 
lend, which the government wanted 
for cavairy purposes. The army valuer 
said it was worth about $13,000. It 
was found necessary to go to arbitra- 
tion, and the arbitrator's award was 
$54,000 plus $18,500 costs and fees. 
Even in London the army authorities 
seemed to have a genius for doing 
things wrong. When the new war of- 
fice was being built it was found that 


quired, and the treasury authorized the 
lease for three years of some premises 
at Buckingham gate, at an annual rent 
of $5,500. What was done was to sign 
a lease for seven Years at $7,000, and 
the war office now has these buildings 
on its hands, and can't get’rid of them. 

But the army had not all the glory. 
The navy which, even-in England, is 
Supposed to be much more efficient than 
the army, came in for {ts share. There 
was one little item of the loas of two 
dredgers to the Egyptian government 
which cost the navy $15,000. It turned 
out on inquiry that the dredgers were 
wanted for improving the commercial 
port of Alexandria, one of the richest 
in the world, but the astute Egyptians 
persuaded the English admiraity that 
@ deep waterway there would be of 
Strategic value to Engiand. 

The amazing part of it all was that 
ir. none of those transactions was there 
the slightest suspicion of graft. It 
Was just sheer childish incompetence, 
and no one seems to suggest any bet- 
ter system. It doesn't seem to occur 
to the English people that a few _busi- 
ness men in charge of the spending 
apartments would do better work and 
leave the officers free to attend to

Carnegie sg ae Future of 
Oil Industry. .

Their pond leaked terribly, but 
they continued to replenish it by daily 
pumpings until several thousand of 
barrels had been wasted.

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them, selling at market ices, $1.000... 
000 in one year and thelr stocks sold

Probably the most effective move 
made by the woman suffrage leaders 
in New York to spread the propaganda 
of their cause was the benefit which 
they arranged at Wallack’s theater, 
where the great newspaper play. “The 


Fourth Estate,” is having such a pop- 
ular run. Prime movers in the under- 


taking were Miss Alice Fischer and 


Miss Pauline Frederick, who have two 
prominent roles in the play. They pre- 
vailed upon the manegement to gffer 
the entire receipts of one performance 
to the suffrage cause and invite such 
leaders as Mrs. Belmont, Dr. Anha 
Shaw and Mrs. Pankhurst, the English 
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suffragist, to speak from the stage. 
The plan met with instantaneous ap- 
proval, and Mrs, Belmont and her as- 
sociates set out to get as many promi- 
nent women as they could to attend 
the benefit. They argued that the story 
told in this remarkable play was the 
best possible argument that could be 
advanced in support of the wsecessity 
of purifying politics, a consummation 
which they earnestiy believe wil] not 
be recalled until women get the ballot. 
The suffrage movement is gaining

The advent of the moving picture 
film has created a revolution fn the 
entertainment world, for it has enabled 
the managers of unprofitable theaters 
and vaudeville houses to substitute for 
a human program, costing them about 
$3,000 a week, a moving picture show 
at a cost of about $200 a week, And 
so. dozens of legitimate theaters, built 
for tragedy, comedy or vaudevilie, are 
now devoted exclusively to picture 
shows, the price of admission to the 
best seats being only 5 and 10 cents, in- 
stead of 50 cents and $1 formerly 
charged. In New York city alone there 
@re over five hundred flourishing nick- 
elodeons. The newest picture theaters 
are being put up on quite a pretentious 
scale. A palace was recently erected 
On busy Fourteenth street at a cost of 
$300,000, being lavishly decorated with 
giiding, carlava marble and other cost- 
ly allurements.

Sarah Gilllam Wil- 
liamson was the great grandmother of 
Justice L, Q. C. Lamar. Devereaux 
Gilliam was the great grandfather of 
Mrs. Ex-Governor James Porter, of 
Tennessee.

Back in the days 
of cycle racing in 1893 the racing 
teams were only in course of forma- 
tion; amateurism, so-called, prevailed 
and meets were arranged to suk the 
promoter and not the racing man or 
his retainers who were under cover. 
The circuit covered 35,000 miles, re- 
quiring one night out ofeverytwo for 
from six to to seven months on sleep- 
ing cars and upward of 100 miles of 
traveling per day. Traveling was ex- 
pensive—is always expensive. In 1894 
the National Circuit was formed, 
meets followed each other in regular 
succession, most of the long jumps 


a minimum while the meets increased 
4n numbers. Fifteen thousand miles 
of expensive traveling were saved and 
yet the entire country was covered to 
the great benefit of the sport. Race 
promoters secured their places on the 
Naticnal Circuit in the spring, took up 
their advertising then, had the entries 
to advertise and rules compelling en- 
trants to make good under penalty 
of suspension.

Georgia Clays Shipped to 


Canada and Foreign 
Markets. 


The water power of Georgia, which if 
developed, is at least $20,000,000 a year, 
the valuable limestone and shale de- 
posits of north Georgla, and the price- 
less advantages of artesian wells 
supplying pure and uncontaminated 
water in south Georgia, are dwelt 
upon in the report of Professor S. W. 
McCallie, state geologist of Georgia, 
submitted to the state geological board 
a few days ago, 

The report covers the work of the 
department for the past quarter, end- 
ing November 30. 

It not only illustrates the valuable 
work this department of the. state 
government is doing, but,‘in a meas- 
ure, shows the great mineral and wa- 
ter-power résourées of the state. The 
geological board was so favorably im- 
pressed with the report that it sug-. 
fested the preparation of condensed 
copies for publication throughout the 
state. . 

The report, in part, is as fo'lows: 

“During the months of September 
and October, Mr. McCallie was person- 
ally engaged in visiting the various 
mining districts of, the state, securing 
data for the report soon to be issued 
on minera] statistics and mineral in-' 
dustries of Georgia. This report, as! 
was stated in his last quarterly re-| 
port, will contain not only the mineral) 
statistics, but will also include short 
descriptions of all of our economic 
minerals. He said he was gratified to 
report that all branches of our min-; 
eral industries have, at presént, an 
encouraging outlook. This is especial- 
ly true of the iron industry, which is 
said to be a trué barometer of the 
business conditions of the country. 
He stated that he had never’ Known 
before such a demand for Georgia fron 
ores as there is at present. Titis de- 
mand for ore is now, in a measure, be- 
ing supplied by the opéning up of 
new mines and the reopening of old| 
ones. . 

‘Like activity is also to be seen in: 
the clay industry. Within the last few. 
months there has been put in opera-; 
months there have been put in opera- 
tiles no less than three large ciay 
plants. It might be of interest to 
state that one of these plants, located 
in the Dry Branch district. Twiggs 
county, owned and operated by the At-,; 
lanta Mining and Clay Company, has a! 
daily capacity of 100 tons of washed 
clay. This plant is said to be one of 
the largest clayswashing plants in 
America. 


Georgia Clays in Canada. 


“The clays mixed by these several 
plants is largely used in the paper! 
trade, and chiefly marketed in the} 
east and west. Some of the clays find’ 
their wey to Canada, and a limited! 
amount is said to be exported. The. 
stone industry, as well as the cement’ 
and other. kindred industries, which 
supply structural material, are rapid-' 
ly regaining their former activity, and 
there is every evidence at hand that 
the exploitation of our mineral re- 
sources during the coming year will 
excéed anything heretofore known, | 

“In regard to the water powers of 
the state, he says that this natural’ 
resource, which is at present largely’ 
undeveloped, is attracting widespread 
attention among capitalists througn- 
out the country. He is in receipt, al- 
most daily, of letters of inquiry about 
our water poWers. The money value 
of these powers, reckoning a _ horse 
power at $20 per annum, is $10,000,- 
v00, which is. equal to nearly twice 
the state’s annua: income from taxes 
and all other sources. ‘To produce a 
power by steam equal to Georgia's wa- 
ter power would require annually 
000,000 tons of coal, which is more 
than one-half of the annual coal pro- 
duction of Alabama.

MR. TAFT AND THE GROWING COST OF LIVING. 
President Taft handled so many important questions in his recent mes- 


i gage to congress that a little thing like the. increased cost of living, touched 


| CLARK HOWELL... ..... Editor upon in a couple of closing paragraphs, is likely to be overlooked by many 


of those most deeply interested—which includes about all of us. 
Curiously enough, there comes a Chicago dispatch right upon the heels 
of the message. which seems a partial refutation of one of the president's 


direct statements on the subject. 

“It is well to note that the increase in the cost of living is not confined 
to this country, but prevails the world over,” says President Taft—a state- 
ment which does not seem to accord well with the following from G. W. 
Cahill, an investigator for the labor department of the London board of 
trade, now in Chicago: 

I can’t understand, says Mr. Cahill. how we can buy bread in Eng- 
land for one-third the price you pay in Chicago, when you send us our 
wheat. You have to pay 5 cents for 14 ounces of bread, while we get 


a loaf weighing 64 ounces for 10 cents. Our 4-pound loaf never costs 
more than 12 cents, and usually only 1@. I confess I can’t understand it. 


There is some mystery about it, a mystery not unlike that which fig- 
ures in the sale of our tariff-protected articles to foreigners at prices con- 
siderably less than those charged the American consumer. 

But if that’s the way the cost of living is increasing in the rest of the 

world, we have, evidently, only home causes of a home condition to con- 
sider. 
Among the causes assigned by President Taft are the increased produc- 
tion of gold, the increase in population and the more expensive mode of 
living on the part of the people, unaccompanied by a proportionate increase 
in acreage production. The president then seeks to absolve the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff from any part in boosting living expenses, asserting that 
the rise in prices has taken place in those products of the factory and 
farm in which there “has been either no increase in the tariff or, in many 
instances, a very considerable reduction.” 

The two causes mentioned by the president no uoubt figure largely in 
the result;; when money is plentiful it takes more of it to purchase a 
given product. 

Then, despite the augmented value of farm products as shown in the 
report of the secretary of agriculture, it is evidently true that production 
has not kept full pace with increased population and the increased demand 
for which prosperity is largely accountable. : 

Greater production per acre and less extravagance would, undoubtedly, 
tend to bring about more reasonable prices to the consumer, at the same 
time compensating the producer in the greater yield. : 

If the same acre which now yields only twenty bushels of corn could 
be made to yield forty, we may say, for the purposes of illustration, both 
the producer and the consumer would fare better upon the lower price thus 
established. 

But with Mr. Taft’s defense of the tariff, it is not likely there will be 
any very extensive agreement. 

It is undeniable that the tariff, whether it be Payne-Aldrich or Dingley, 
has been and is a very material factor in making and maintaining high 
priees for many staple articles of food and clothing. 

Wherein the Payne-Aldrich tariff has kept up the high rates of duty 
fixed in the Dingley act, it must bear its share of responsibility. 

Indirectly, too, an increase of duty upon one article may tend to bring 
about a higher price for another article upon which there is no increase; 
for every consumer who is also a producer must receive for that which he 
produces sufficient to pay for that which he consumes. 

It is probably not capable of anything like exact proof to just what 
extent the present tariff affects prices. 

But it is an indisputable proposition that every reduction in a customs 
duty brings down the price of the article affected to the consumer. 

Another and a very effective method of reducing the cost of living, 
therefore, would be a.real downward revision of the tariff. 

For that we can only live in hope.

racy, it has shown a deficit with the years. But it is not difficult to pre- 
dict the fate of any congressman who would seek to practice cheese-paring 
lat the expense of a government feature that is perhaps the greatest single 
revolutionizing factor in American rural life today.

; not “prove up” to good standards. 

They have “proved up” with a vengeance. No body of public servants 
in the United States is more faithful or efficient, or of greater constructive 
value, than this same army of rural free delivery carriers. 

They are, literally, human links between the town and the country. 
Their fidelity and efficiency, their unfailing courtesy and vigilance, have 
done marvels toward abolishing or mitigating isolation, the erstwhile curse 
of life in the country. , 

’ Working through fiery sun, driving rain, snow, hail and sleet, from 
January to January, they undergo hardships unknown in the cities, and that, 
too, for a salary wholly out of proportion to the service rendered, consid- 
ering that they must furnish and feed their own vehicles and stock. 

The patron on the route may cooperate in bettering the service and 
in making easier the lot-of the carrier by observing regulations concerning 
the placing and condition of his box, and in other respects. 

The R. F. D. man is an advance agent of development in this coun- 
try; he deserves the recognition of the government and the substantial 
Sympathy of the people he serves. :

next Wednesday. 

The project is supplementary to the Florence Crittenton Home, which 
has already done such signal work in Atlanta as to obviate the necessity 
of testimonials. 

The scope of the Sue Holloway Memorial extends to offering an asylum 
at all times, under all conditions, to this clags of outcasts. However home- 
less, however forlorn of ability to beat down the ostracism with which society 
hedges their lot, it is the plan to afford them a haven where they may 
learn the higher end of life dnd where they may be nursed back, spirit and 
body, to a life of self-respecting activity. 

Atlanta has frequently made drafts on the home of the Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd, in Cincinnati, in cases of this nature. Itis the contention of the 
women promoting the Sue Holloway Memorial that the city urgently needsa 
refuge of its own, where work of this character may be prosecuted to the 
best interests alike of the inmates and of society. 

Already a nine-room house and sixty acres of land have been rented on 
the Hapeville road, one and a quarter miles from that place. Each of the 
twelve Atlanta ladies have pledged a month’s rent, so that bare expenses 
for the first year are assured. _ 

It is now the desire to obtain the necessary furniture, food, utensils, tools 
and other paraphernalia to get the institution upon an operating basis. To 
this end these noble women ask that contributions ranging from monthly 
pledges of cash on through the articles and commodities essential to the 
maintenance of such an institution be sent in immediately. 

Twenty of the sixty acres are in woodland and forty are under cultiva- 
tion. Twenty of the latter are devoted to cotton and the other to peaches 
and small fruits. There is a tenant house on the premises, and it is hoped 
to rent this, and from the products of the farm make the entire home prac- 
tically self-sustaining. 

Until that is accomplished, this splendid philanthropic movement must 
depend upon the people of Atianta for support. Touching with the light of 
hope one of the most tragic phases of our civilization, the appeal should meet 
universal response.

SMOKING OUT A SOUTHERN PLAGUE. 


Gradually levity and skepticism regarding the gravity of the hook worm 
visitation in the south are being replaced by concern and activity, following 
simultaneous investigations prosecuted by any number of independent 
bodies, 

One of the latest instances is the report of Surgeon General Torney, of 
the United States army. 

General Torney shows that in many given instances large numbers of 
southern recruits are proved to have been infected with unciniarisis and 
that, as a whole, it is to be doubted if the southern recruit is as robust 
or well developed as those from Other sections. : 

That misapplied patriotism which once chafed at the implication that 
the south had been singled out for a monopoly of a devastating disease 
Once upon a time, to declare 
that hundreds of thousands of southerners were afflicted by a disease cured 
with ludicrous edse was to court an “ipse dixit” denial, together with 
abundant warped and superficial satire. 

A few faithful and competent physicians scattered throughout the section, 
men who had faced the evidences of the scourge too long and too tragically 
to be moved by ridicule, kept sounding the warning. Today their fidelity 
and judgment are vindicated, and there are encouraging indications of a 
universal wakening to the seriousness of the situation. 

A formidable amount of work yet remains to be done, however, despite 
the more enlightened attitude of the press, and the philanthropy of south- 
ern and northern individuals. 

It is not minimizing the importance of the crusade to say that it will 
yet be necessary to convert a great many intelligent people to realization 
of the urgency of the condition and the steps indispensable to a solution.

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FOR LEGISLATURE 


Calendars of Unfinished 
Business Are Bulky. 


Among Matters Which Are 
Likely to Figure Most Promi- 
nently at Next Session Are 
Income Tax, Game Law and 
Biennial Sessions Bill. 


Calendars of the unfinished business 
of the house and senate, Georgia legis- 
lature, which have been furnished to 
the members by Clerk John T. Bol- 
feuillet and Secretary C. 8S. Northen, 
indicate, in a measure, what legisla- 
tion stands the best chance of getting 
through at the next session, 

One of the most interesting matters 
upon which the general assembly will 


have to act is the question of ratifica- 


tion of the proposed amendment to the 
constitution of the United States au- 
thorizing congress to levy a tax upon 
incomes. It will, be recalled what a 
rocky career this amendment had in 
the state senate at the close of the 1909 
session, and, further, that it was not 
touched in the house. The resolution 
by Senator Perry proposing ratifica- 
tion came up several times, but always 
‘sige pase seats and the senate failed 
0 commi se 
ret itself on the direct propo- 
Next summer it will have to act one 
Way Or the other, and so will the house. 
Just what will be the fate of it is a 
question, But the attitude of the sen- 


‘ate when it was up was indicative of 


the fact that it may havesesome trouble 
ahead of it yet, so far as that body is 
concerned. Some of the senators seem- 
ed to think the states ought to re- 
tain this privilege of taxing incomes 
while it is the contention of Senator 
Perry and others favoring ratification 
that it is impracticable for the states 
to exercise such a power. 
Passed by One House. 

There are several important meas- 
ures, however, which passed either one 
of the other houses and are now pend- 
ing for final passage. When a Dill 
gets through one house, it does not 
always mean that it will go through 
the other by any meahs, but it is natu- 
ral, of course, that those which run 
one gauntlet, stand the best chance of 
getting safely by the other. 

There is the game protection bill 
for instance, which had comparatively 
little trouble in getting through the 
senate, but which is meeting all sorts 
of opposition from certain members 
of the house. It was tabled in the house 
when it came up for passage. 

The friends of the measure. Georgia 
Sportsmen and others, feel confident 
however, that it will finally soeesed. 
rhey are at work now with that end 
in view, and propose to urge the im- 
portance of it upon every member of 
the lower house.’

Besides the game protection bi'] 
there are several important senate 
measures pending in the house for 
passage which, with the governor's 
signature, would make them laws 
Most prominent among these is the 
biennial sessions bill, in behalf of 
which Senator Slater, of the first, con- 
ducted such a successful fight in the 
senate, getting it through by a bare 
constitutional majority, a two-thirds 
vote being required, as it is a consti- 
tutional amendment. In the house it 
must get 123 out of 184, and while its 
friends claim there is every prospect 
for its success, it is going to provoke 
one of the most stubborn fights of the 
next session. 

Other bills which have passed the 
senate and are awaiting action by the 
house include Senator McWilliams’ 
measure to allow county boards of edu- 
cation to borrow money to pay the 
salaries of public school teachers when 
they are due; a bill by Senator McCur- 
ry. making it a misdemeanor to ob. 
tain food or lodging at any hotel or 
boarding house with intent to de- 
fraud the proprietor; a bill by Sena. 
tors King and Calhoun to require rail- 
roads to properly dis'nfect passenger 
coaches; a bili by Senator Price to cre- 
ate the office of state veterinarian: a 
bill by Senator Rutherford to permit 
railroad companies to condemn land 
for spur tracks and double-tracking, 
and a bill by Senator Price to amend 
the constitution so as to abolish the 
office of county treasurer.

Ever read the above letter? A new 
ene appears from time to time. They 
—— true, and full — oe 
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A tourist usually gets his first im- 
pressions of China inand about Shang- 
hai, and by Shanghai he usually means 
the foreign settlements there. He 
may visit the place half a dozen times 
and learn ag little about the real China 
and its strange medieval civilization, 
as he would by spending a few days 
or weeks in the Chinese quarter at 
San Francisco. Even when -he makes 
a hasty visit to one or more of the in- 
terior provinces, the most unique and 
interesting features of the country are 
precisely those which he generally 
fails to see, or about which he has the 
least to say. At least this was my 
experience in trying to galn some ac- 
curate knowledge of the country from 
books of travel about it before I had 
occasion to wisit it personally. 

Passing out from the picturesque in- 
land sea of Japan through the straits 
of Nagasaka, and thence about twelve 
hours’ sail across the Yellow sea we 
enter one of the navigable estuaries 
of the great Yang-Stze. A half-hour, 
more or less. brines us to the mouth 
of the sluggish Wu-Sung, where we 
are sometimes detained for an hour or 
more waiting for the tide to come in 
so that our vessel may cross what the 
Chinese call “the heaven-sent bar.” 
Entering the Wu-Sung and passing by 
the dock yards and machine shops 
which the necessities of modern com- 
merce have called into existence, we 
are soon at the lower wharf of Shang- 
hai, directly in front of what, by 
courtesy, is called “the American set- 
tlement,” for it is made up principal- 
ly of German and Japanese residents. 
True, the American consulate general 
is located there, but so also are those 
of Germany and Japan. 

Just above this, on the same side 
of the river, but separated from it by 
a stagnant and malodorous creek, 
spanned by a wide bridge, is the so- 
called British concession—‘“concession” 
being the term that is habitually mis- 
applied whenever a British settlement 
or trading post in China is referred 
to. I say “misapplied” because the 
British government is without eminent]! 
domain here or elsewhere except at 
Hongkong; and that, as everybody 
knows, is a crown colony of Great 
Britain. But outside of the island 
of Hongkong and vicinity our British 
cousins hold the lands only by long 
lease, at the expiration of which they 
revert to the Chinese government 
which never parts with the fee gimple 
title, even to its own subjects. Nor 
do British subjects have any extra 
territorial rights or privileges there 
that are not equally enjoyed by the 
citizens or subjects of the other treaty 
powers. All are on precisely the same 
footing. 

Next above the British settlement, 
but geparated from it by a wide and 
deep channel, which passes through 
the native city to the rear, is “the 
French reservation,” so-called. It is 
practically under French jurisdiction, 
but on precisely the same legal foot- 
ing as the other two foreign settle- 
ments. 

In each of these settlements is a 
somewhat pretentious little hotel. 
There is very little choice between 
them; and no matter at which you 
stop, you will probably wish you had 
gone to one of the others. Most likely 
you will select the American, because 
it is nearer the main wharf for ocean

Speaking of Briticisms in speech re- 
minds me to say that the American 
quarter here !s in nowise exempt from 
their intrusion. The quay is called 
“the bund:” a warehouse is a “go- 
down;” the large buoy out in the har- 
bor is a “boy:”’ your hotel clerk is 
the “‘clark;” a retail merchant is a 
“shopkeeper; luncheon is “tiffin;” men 
sometimes wear “westcoats,”’ but never 
vests: pantaloons are alwavs “trous- 
ers:” public must be spelled with a 
k. neighbor with a u, Britanic with two 
n’s and a k, a bath is 4 “bawth.”’ and 
so on. 

"An the servants about the kote! are 
Chinamen who speak “nidgin Eng- 
lish’—a sort of childish jargon made 
up of Chinese, Portugese, Spanish 
and English words; yet you never 
hear of Portugese or Spanish or 
other “pidgin” than “English.” 

You enter the dining hall, and are 
seated at one of the little round 
tables, large enough to accommodate 
four persons; yet, aS a newcomer. 
you have the table all to yourse!t. 
The head waiter has not yet learned 
your rank or station, and he is very 
careful never to seat an official or 
a wholesale merchant at the same 
table with a “shopkeeper.” . You ob- 
serve that each of the three or four 
rows of tables is fanned by a great 
punkah. “Punkah” is an East Indian 
word imported hither from Bombay. 
It would be a great impropriety to 
call the thing a fan. In scanning 
the faces of the guests, you observe 
that nearly every civilized nationali- 
tv is represented; the stout, red faced 
whiskers; the 
sandy haired Scot, the broad bottom- 
ed Dutchman, the moon-eyed German, 
the fidgity little Frenchman, the 
snouted Jew, the fuzzy-bearded Rus- 
sian, the demure little Japanese in 
European costume, the lank lynx-eyed 
Yankee—all are very much in évi- 
dence. All eat leisurely like well 
bred people; for here, even Brother 
Jonathan has forgotten to be in a 
hurry, and has left his loud voice 
and boisterous manners at home. 

You go to the cigar or news stand 
to make a small purchase, and offer 
in payment apn American or Mexican 
silver dollar, expecting the change. 
The coin is politely handed back to 
you with the request to “sign a chit, 
please?” A “chit” is a 
debtedness—the word is said to be @ 
corruption of the Chinese chit-stze, to 
debit. Be that as it may, the custom 
of smal credits is universal in China. 
All debts, whether large or small, are 
regarded as obligations of honor. 
They never expire by statute of limi- 
tation or lapse of time. If a man dies 
in debt. and his estate is insolvent, 
his sons (if he has any) are expected 
to pay. If the sons die leaving the 
obligation unsatisfied, the grandsons 
are expected to pay; and so on 
through successive generations till 


the debt is fully satisfied. 
At each of the treaty ports there 


fs something corresponding to a 
social club. At some of the smalier 
settlements it is more generally a po- 
lite name for a @rink shop. But at 
Shanghai it is quite a swell institu- 
tion. Every resident foreigner who 
is anybody is supposed to be a mem- 
ber. But no “shopkeeper” is eligible; 
neither is any artisan or mechanic. 
I recall an amusing instance illus-

If, during the forenoon, you see @& 
man reeling about the club or hotels 
in an intoxicated condition, you hardly 
need ask who he is; he is almost sure 
to-be an American. The Hriton really 
drinks a great deal more during the 
twenty-four hours, but he never be- 
gins the day by “eocktailing,” nor 
can he be. induced to drink before 
the midday meal. After business 
hours, and especially after dinner, he 
turns himself loose, so to speak, and 
usually goes to bed drunk, but by next 
morning he has “slept it off,’ and sel- 
dom has the jim-jams. 

In the British settlement there is 
a perfect little gem of a theater. If 
you attend it in season, you will see 
a ful! house of well dressed people, 
although the play may be “Pink Domi- 
noes” or other equally low perform- 
ance. But in strange contrast with 
this, the local English press is re- 
markably clean. You find nothing ‘in 
the morning or evening paper that 
may not with propriety be read aloud 
in the presence of the most refined 
ladies. The Seventh Commandment is 
not very scrupulously observed, even 
by some church members; but you sel- 
dom hear an obscehe word or the re- 
lation of a smutty story at the club 
or in the hotel lobbies. If, however, 
you should be a guest at one of the 
frequent “stag’ dinners where no lia- 
dies are within hearing, and remain 
until after the champagne begins to 
flow freely. you shall probably hear 
enough of both to make you wish you 
bad sent your excuses. 

Perhaps I have already said enough 
to reise a presumption that the 
foreign settlements at Shanghai are 
not very saintly communities; if 80, 
let it stand. And yet, it is but just 
to add that the standard of morals 
there was never quite so low as gen- 
erally represented, and thet there has 
been a very marked change for the 
better during the last few decades. 

The native city and its suburbs are 
immediately in the rear of the foreign 
settlements, the city proper being sep- 
arated from them by a high wall. It 
is not unlike hundreds of other Chi- 
nese cities, except that it is less an- 
cient, and perhaps a trifle cleaner 
than most of them. Its population is 
variously estimated at from five to 
six hundred thousand. But. commer- 
clally, it ranks superior to either Can- 
ton or Hankow. Its export and im- 
port trade is enormous, and constantly 
increasing; and it is needless to add 
that England still enjoys the lion’s 
share of it, although that of the United 
States, Germany and Japan Is steadily 
increasing. 

The general aspect of the surround- 
ing country is anything but clteerful 
and inspiring. You see only a vast al- 
luvial flat bounded by a dull horizon. 
Not a tree or hill or ridge or sand 
dune is anywhere in sight. You mar- 
vel not that human beings accustomed 
tc such environments from early child- 
hood, should be so proverbially desti- 
tute of imagination, and so hopelessly 
sunken in the stolidity of gross ma- 
terialism, relieved only by a medley of 
traditional superstitions. 

The soil when properly drained is 
very productive; and, like that in some 
parts of the lower Mississippi, is only

vation. People live herded together in 
little hamlets, as if to take up as little 
room: a possible for residence pur- 
poses. You see no fences or hedge- 
rows. Viewed at a distance, you see 
hundreds of people of all ages and both 
sexes, laboring together on what ap- 
pears to be a vast communal] farm, 
yet, on closer inspection, you discover 
that each head of a family has his own 
little patch of land, separated from the 
cthers by 2 narrow diich which serves 
the double’ purpose of divisional] line 
and convenient irrigation. Every par- 
ticle of human and animal excrement 


|ie carefully hoarded and kept in readi- 


ness for fertilizing the growing crops. 

IT have alluded to Chinese graves in 
@ way that may have excited some cu- 
riosity, and perhaps this is as good a 
place as any to offer some explanation. 
There are no incorporate4é cemeteries; 
in a general sense, the whole country 
is a burial ground. A Chinese grave 
may se located almost any- 
where where the Fung-Shue 
in adjudged favorable: in a  sub- 
sequent paver on the popular supersti- 
tions of the country, I shall endeavor 
to explain what “Fung-Shue” means 
to the Chinese mind. The method of 
burial here, as all over the empire, is 
very unique. I know of nothing quite 
like it in any other part of the world. 
The clumsy wooden coffin, made of 
slebe fully twelve inches thick, is sup. 
posed to be both air and water tight. 
Tt laid flat on the surface of the 
ground and allowed to remain without 
a particle of covering for weeks or 
even months. Then a few sods are 
piaced on top of it. At stated periods 
more sods are added until a neat little 
mound from five to six feet high rises 
over it. The mound is then carefully 
scdded over with green turf and a 
©mall stone or wooden tablet bearing 
the name and rank of the deceased 
(but usually without dates), is placed 
at one side of the mound. The next 
care is to sée that it is kept in good 
repair. Neglect of this duty by rela- 
tives of the deceased, or by the lessea 
cr occupant of the land, should all rel- 
atives be absent or dead, is one of 
the gravest social offenses of which 
a Chinaman can be guilty. In other 
words, a Chinese grave is held sacred 
by all classes and conditions of people. 

Abcut the middle of September, the 
waters in the network of cana!s and 
creeks, as also in the rivers and la- 
goons, are at minimum tide. Some of 
the ponds and lagoons go entirely dry. 
The country then presents a more 
pleasing aspect, and you are about to 
conclude that this is not such an un- 
desirable rasidence section as you once 
thought. - But this its precisely the 
deadly season of fever and ague. Un- 
less you are exceedingly careful and 
use quinine freely, you are certain to 
contract malaria, and have imtermit- 
teut chills and fever. And when youc 
resident physician has exhausted his 
skill in trying to stop the chills, and 
you are reduced to a living skeleton 
he will advige you to take a sea voyage 
to Nagasaka and stay re until you 
get well cr die.

The program for the Monday after- 
noon session of the Atlanta Woman's 
Club will be in charge of Mrs. John 
King Ottley, who, as chairman of the 
educational committee. never fails to 
present an interesting afternoon. Mrs. 
Ottley has made an exhaustive study 
of the educational situation in Geor- 
gia, particularly the mountain schools 
near Atlanta, and her earnest efforts 
in their behalf have been productive 
of much substantial aid to these once 
feeble enterprises. 

As told in Friday's 
Piedmont College, at 
has just competed the raising of its 
$190,000 endowment fund. It is most 
opportune that Dr. Henrz: C. Newell, 
president of this college, will speak on 
Monday about the work at Demorest. 
It is said in this connection that sev- 
eral interesting surprises will be forth- 
coming at this time. Too much can- 
not be said in praise of the work at 
Demorest. far this college is making of 
its industrial education the feature of 
its curriculum. 

The Problems. 

Georgia's educational problems are 
receiving much attention in the pert- 
odicals of the north. In the American 
Educational Review for September 
much space is given toan article which 
offers compulsory education as the so- 
lution. After dealing with the defeat- 
ed compulsory education bill, it gives 
an interview with a southern woman 
employing both white and negro help 
on her plantation. She had long en- 
deavored to have the children of both 
families attend school. he white 
parents refused to comply and the col- 
ored .children attended school when- 
ever possible. In cotton picking time

gro boy, who today is a land owner 
and a tax payer. The article closes by 
saying that “the old saw, ‘where ig- 
norance is bliss’ should read ‘where ig- 
norance is blisters,’ and very large 
and sore ones at that; that to make a 
man who does not know understand 
that he would be better off did he 
know, has been the problem of ages.”

Realizing the great amount of truth 
in these unpleasant criticisms, the 
club has made its principal efforts in 
behalf of education. 

Few people realize just how much is 
being done by these women. In addi- 
tion to securing and maintaining many 
scholarships for deserving young 
women and contributing largely to the 
Students’ Aid Fund, it has started. fn- 
dustrial work in several of the county 
schools. The work in the Marion 
Smith school at Egan, which has been 
maintained for nearly three years by 
the club, and in which lessons in cook- 
ing and sewing have been given, has 
proven so successful that it has been 
taken over by the county. The little 
school at Tallulah Falls is another 
one of the club interests. It is a ques- 
tion whether the interest is greater 
among the little mountain children or 
the mothers of these pupils, for the 
latter come in large numbers from all 
the country round to the little after- 
noon teas, or to the meetings of the 
Mothers’ Club, which has been recently 
atarted, and which, in most instances, 
is the gole social or mental diversion 
in the lives of these igolated women.

Washington, December 11.—That the 
department of justice intends a vigor- 
OUs prosecution in the efforts to re- 
cover ali money due the government as 
a result of the sugar frauds at New 


‘York 'ard to punish alt who may have 


participated in them is shown by the 
annual report’ of Attorney General 
Wickersham -made public today. 
Network of Corruption. 

After briefly reciting the facts in 
the cases which are of public knowl- 
edge, he says: 

“The evidence has disclosed a net- 
work of eorruption, not confined to 
the American Sugar Refining. Com- 
pany, extending over a period of years, 
affecting both importers and officers 
of the government, and it is as yet 
premature to state the precise extent 
of the conspiracy or the amount of the 
revenues of which the government has 
been defrauded. While it is feared 
that the statute of limitations may 
have run in favor of many of the 
malefactorgs who are responsible for 
these frauds, yet no effort will be 
spared to ascertain the precise amount 
of which the government has been de- 
frauded, to recover all moneys due and 
to punish all those who may be found 
to have participated in any respect in 
the frauds, whether as officers or 
agents of the importers or as officials 
of the government. I earnestly re- 
quest a special appropriation of $50,- 
000 to enable this work to be effect- 
ively prosecuted.”’ 


Commodities Ciause Cases. 

Further litigation touching the 
“commodities clause cases,’ arising un- 
der the interstate commerce law, is 
promised by the attorney general. Dis- 
cussing the decision of the supreme 
court in those cases Mr. Wickersham 
says it does not “necesarily determine 
the application of the statute to cases 


where the commodities transported are | 


owned by a corporation, all, or sub- 
stantially all, of whose stock is owned 
by the carrier corporation at the time 


1 of transportation, and especially where 


the carrier shall have trangferred all 
of its interest in such commodities to 
a corporation formed for the express 
purpose of evading the prohibition of 
the commodities clause, and all, or 
substatially all, ofthe stock in which 
is owned by the carrier. Those ques- 
tions will be presented for determina- 
tion in the courts. If the prohibition 
of the statute can be successfully 
evaded by the simple device of trans- 
fer of ownership of the property to a 
corporation, all of whose stock shal) 
be owned or controlled by the carrier, 
congress should amend the statute so 
as to make it an effectual and not a 
merely illusory prohibition, or else re- 
peal it.’’ 
Pubic Land Frauds. 

In the matter of public land fraud 
prosecution the attorney general 
makes it clear his determination in no 
respect to abate the effort to 
so far as may be, the frauds 
have been for so long a time perpe- 
trated in the procuring for private in- 
dividuals of portions of the public do- 
main contrary to the conditions under 
which congress has authorized these 
lands to be patented.”’

cases; the enactment of a general im- 
munity statute to meet the conditions 
which arise in the endeavor to pro- 
cure testimony for the government;

cation of the statute fixing the punish- 
ment for embezzlement or misapplica- 
tion of the funds of a national bank at 
imprisonment for five years. 

The attorney general refers to the 
unsatisfactory sanitary conditions at 
the District of Columbia jail, which 
he says is a reproach to the national 
government, and he. earnestly recom- 
mends an appropriation adequate to 
make necessary improvements.

Warnige Is Again Issued 
by President Taft. 


Ambitious Members of Con- 
gress Told They Will Not Be/ 
Allowed to Use Census-Takers 
as Political Agents --- Taft 
Talks to Supervisors. 


Washington, December 11—President 
Taft today served notice on ambitious 
members of congress that the newly- 
organized machinery for the taking of 
the coming census is not to be utilized 
for political ends. He addressed 
eighty-five supervisors of the census 
‘at the executive office and told them 
Plainly that if they used their offices 
or permitted the enumerators directly 
under them to further political ends he 
would remove them promptly.

Good Roads of the Future Will 
Come High, But Last Long. 


‘Summarizing the report made at the 
meeting of the Massachusetts Highway 
Association as to the latest experience 
in good-road building, the Engineering 
Record says: 

“Where the tar was used the surface 
began almost at once to pick up at 


places and required extensive repairs. 


after passing through one winter; but 
the oi] and asphalt when psed without 
an admixture of tar were entirely sat- 
isfactory and acted altogether differ- 
ently from the tars. The oil came well 
to the’ surface, and flushed up well un- 
der travel. so that the appearance was 
that of a mosaic pavement andsthe road 
was elastic and comparatively noise- 
less’ in operation. Duringthe summer 
the portion of the road on which the 
ofl was used remained in good condi- 
tion, and is still without signs of disin- 
tegration. The oj] and tar disinte- 
grated and raveled badly during the 
winter. The sections treated with wa- 
ter gas were so bad that they had to 
be retreated immediately with a differ- 


ent materia). 

“The cost of one mile of bituminous 
oil and gravel road, having 8,800 square 
yards of surface, is about $4,400. The 
total cost, including maintenance of 
such a road for 15 years, at $100 per 
year. comes to $5,900. To coat with 
tar or oil once a year and keep in re- 
pair a mile of macadam road for 15 
years would cost about $9,240; while to 
eonstruct a macadam road would cost 
about $5,000. The total cost of the 
macadam for the 15 years would then 
be $14,420. 

“The cost of building a good gravel 
road is about $1,500 per mile, and this, 
if maintained at an average expense of 
$150 per year and resurfaced once, 
would give a total cost of $2,750 for 
the road per mile for its 15 years. Such 
a road properly builit would answer for 
comparatively light travel. with me- 
dium automobile traffic, say from 200 
to 300 vehicles per day, without heavy 
teaming. A bituminous road of high 
class for heavy traffic can be built and 
maintained for a total of $12,000 per 
mile for 15 years.”

New York, December 11.—(Publish- 
erg Press Special.)—Mother Seton, 
founder of the American Sisters of 
Charity, may fairly be called the first 
American saint. While steps for her 
cenonization have not so far as I know 
been formally taken she was paid al- 
most saintly honorg recently upon the 
celebration of the centennial anniver- 
sary of the founding of the: order. And 
it is understood that:she will in due 


time be canonized. 

Mother Seton was a New York girl, 
and it is a very wholesome thing for 
New Yorkers, and others as well, to 
realize that it ig possible for one 
whose kith and kin are among our 
everyday acquaintances to be in every 
sense of the word a saint. 

The public celebration: began in St. 
Patrick’s cathedral. Thirteen hun- 
dred school children of the eighth 
grade from schools under. the Sisters 
who were followers of Mother Seton, 
formed a part of the congregation, and 
hundreds of sisters also found places in 
the great church. Admission was by 
ticket, and it was estimated that over 
seven thousand people took part in the 
service. 

In every Catholic church in the city 
special masSes were celebrated, and 
all the children of the parishes were 
in attendance. Five thousand Sisters of 
Charity scattered about the country 
offered their thanksgiving to Almighty 
God for the good example of the 
mother foundress, and in New York 
city alone, 1,400 sisters took part in 
the day’s rejoicing. In addition to 
these large numbers, it is interesting 
to note that 35,000 parochial school 
children in Manhattan and the Bronx j 
alone, are under the care of the de- 
vout women, who wear the habit of the 
order founded ‘by this holy woman, 
while in hospitals and asylums thou- 
sands of men, women -and children 
daily give thanks to Almighty God for 
the blessed work which she began. 


Prominently Connected. 


It is very seldom that the history of 
a saint comes into such tntimate rela- 
tion with ourselves in the affairs of 
everyday life as does the life of this 
noble woman. Mother Seton’s maiden 
name was Elizabeth Bayley, and at the 
close of the Revolution her family 
was one of the best known in.New 
York city. Some of her connections 
today are the families of Roosevelt, 
Post, Maitland, Ogden and Bayley. 
James Roosevelt Bayley, first bishop 
of Newark, and later Archbishop ‘of 
Baitimore, was her nephew, and Rob- 
ert Seton, now an archbishop in Rome, 
is her grandson. Her father was 
Richard Ravlev. a well-known. physici- 
an and health officer of the port of 
New York.

As a girl she rather shrank from 
society and enjoyed quiet reading and 
attention to the religious duties which 
her connections with St. Paul's chapel, 
belonging to Trinity parisn on Broad- 
way, gave her.

It 
was here that he died after a few 
months, and Mrs. Seton found herself 
almost, penniless in a foreign land, as 
among other vicissitudes they had lost 
almost of their weaith shortly before 
his death. 

The Italians with whem Mr. Seton 
had had business relations proved to be 
very true friends. With them the poor 
widow found a good home for many 
weeks, and it was here that she made 
her first acquaintance with the Roman 
Catholic religion. When she was abie 
to return to America the Signor Fil- 
icchi, who with her brother had made 
a home for the widow and her child 
in their great bereavement, came 
with them as far as New York and 
introduced Mrs. Seton to the Catholic 
clergy of the city. 

Hard Struggle in New York. 

Mrs. Seton’s life in New York was 
a very hard one. In order to sup- 
port herself and her five children 
she opened. a school but her former 
associates had become estranged from 
her when she gave up the religion 
of her childhood and there were no 
new friends to patronize the school. 
It was owing to this desperate state 
of affairs that the move to Maryland 
was made. In Emmitsburg she made 
her home and started a school in a 
small log cabin. Here she was led to

responsible for the loosing of this 
flood of oratory on the country because 
of their insisterite that they be per- 
mitted a volce in the levying of taxes, 
it ean be understood under what 4 
handicap the opponents of Mr. Asquith, 
Lloyd-George, Winston Churchill and 
their confreres of the cabinet, enter 
the “campaign. 

So much for the statistican; now for 
the historian in the campaign. It ap- 
pears that the last attempt the lords 
made to fool with a finance bill was 
in 1860, when they rejected a pill re- 
pealing the excise duty on paper. After 
a tempest in a teapot the lords re- 
ceded from this position, being given 
concessions in other directions. This 
was up to the present the only inter- 
ference with money bills by the lords 
since 1688. 

It is not improbable that this was 
due to the fact that up to the passage 
of the reform act of 1832 the lords prac- 
tically controlled the commons. Out 
of 658 members of the commons, be- 
tween 450 and 500 were practically ap- 
pointed by members of the house of 
lords. And since then_the cabinet, up 
to the present, has been dominated by 
the lords, and the cabinet prepares the 
budget. 

Peers in Cabinet. 

Thus. in Lord Melbourne’s ministry 
of 1835. out of thirteen members of 
the cabiflet seven were peers, one Was 
an Irish peér, and two were sors of 
peers.’ In Peel’s ministry, which suc- 
ceeded Melbourne, out of thirteen mem- 
bers no less’ than eight were peers, 
and one was the eldest son of a peer. 
In Lord John Russell's ministry of 1846, 
in a cabinet of fourteen, presided over 
by Lord John, the younger son of a 
duke, there were eight members of 
the house of lords out of fourteen, be- 
sides Lord Palmerston and Lord John 
Russell himself. In Lord Derby's first 
administration, out of fourteen mem- 
bers there were again eight peers or 
eldest sons of peers. In Lord Aber- 
deen’s ministry of .1852, out of fourteen 
members there were six peers and Lord 
Palmerston. In Lord Derby’s second 
administration in 1858, in a cabinet of 
fourteen there were nine peers or heirs 
to. peerages. In Lord Palmerston’s 
ministry of 1859 there were out of 
fourteen members seven peers or eld- 
est sons of peers, increased later to 
eight, besides Lord Palmerston him- 
self. In Lord Russell's ministry of 
1865, out of fifteen members there were 
nine peers or heirs tg peerages, in- 
cluding Lord Russell, raised to the 
peerage. In Lord Derby’s ministry of 
1866, out of sixteen members ten were 
peers or eldest sons of peers. 

In Mr. Gladstone's first administra- 
tion. out of sixteen members eight were 
peers or eldest sons and thrée were 
subsequently raised to the peerage. In 
Mr. Disraeli’'s ministry of 1874, out 
of fifteen members there were seven 
peers or sons of peers, and Mr. Dis- 
raeli himself became Lord Beaconsfield. 
Even in .the democratic ministry of 
Mr Gladstone in 1880, out of seven- 
teen members no less than eight were 
peers or heirs to peerages. The views, 
therefore. of the house of lords and of 
the interests it represented were al- 
ways strongly in evidence in:the cabi- 
net. which had to sanction the budget 
before it was submitted to parliament. 

In the present cabinet, however, there 
are oniv five members of the house of 
lords. of Whom three were elevated to 
the peerage since 19606, and of the other 
two, Lord Crewe is of auite recent cre- 
ation, and Lord Carrington is the sole 
representative of the interests which 
are supposed to be guarded by the 
upper chamber. It is not, therefore, 
astonishing that there should have been 
no serious conflict on the subject of 
taxation between the house of lords 
and house of commons until the house 
of lords was virtually excluded from 
representation fn the cabinet.

KING EDWARD CAUSES JEALOUSY 
BY HIS FONDNESS FOR AMERICANS 


London, December 11.—It was said 
recently by a witty diplomat that the 
reign of King Edward would be known 
in English history as the “American 
era,’ so plainly has the king shown his 
preference for Americans. There 
may have been a tinge of jealousy in 
the remark, for the diplomat was not 
accredited from Washington, but there 
was a good deal of truth in it. Ever 
since he came to the throne Edward 
has delighted to honor Americans. 

Of course, it is well known that one 
of the closest friends of both the king 
and queen was the late Consuelo, 
Duchess of Manchester. Then there is 
no man on whose. advice, both as a 
financier and an art critic Edward 
places greater reliance than J. P. Mor- 
gan. Every time Morgan comes to 
London he is bidden to have a quiet 
little chat with the king. He is not 
“commanded” in the formal fashion, 
and no one ever hearg of these invita- 
tions. Edward just asks him to drop 
in in a friendly way and have a bite 
and chat with him. 

But Edward has just bestowed a sig- 
nal honor on an American diplomat 
which will make the other members of 
the diplomatic corps green with envy, 
and he has done more than honor a 
diplomat. He has shown himself a 
man of the most exquisite tact, who 
does not hesitate to waive old conven- 
tions in order to make things easier 
for a friend. 

One of his special favorites among 
the foreign diplomats in London has 
always been Ridgely Carter, who has 
just been appointed United States min- 
ister at Bucharest, and who has been 
for many years first secretary of the 
embassy at Londo a os days ago 
Mr. Carter's frients a 16 embassy 
arranged a little farewell dinner for 
bim and a couple of days before the 
date set a “command” arrived for Car- 
ter to be present at the theatricals at 
Windsor Castile in honor of the young 
king of Portugal.

It seems that just as he made the 
tirn one of his hands slipped and the 
steering wheel was turned further 
than he intended, with the result that 
beth wheels on the right side of the 
car slid into the ditch on the side of 
the road and the rear wheel came 
off.

Washington, December 11.—Disquiet- 
ing hews receivéd from Nicaragua at 
the state department from officia] and 
unofficial sources today to the effect 
that there igs danger of an attack by 
President Zelaya’s forces being made 
on Bluefields, where there are 16 
Americans, reSulted in orders being 
sent by wireless to the protected 
cruiser Tacoma, with ten guns on board 
and a full complement of bluejackets, 
to proceed under full steam to Blue- 
fields, there to join the Des Moines 
and await further ordegs. 

More Marines Ordered South. 

The Prairie, now at Philadelphia, has 
been ordered to take On board 700 ma® 
rines, under the command of Colonel 
Biddle, and steam as soon as possible 
to Colon. The importance and sig- 
nificance of these orders are minimized 
at the state department, where it is 
said the Tacoma has been instructed 
to lookout for American interests at 
Bluefields. 

While the destination of the.Prairie 
is given as Colon, the fact that she 
is equipped with wireless apparatus 
would make it very easy for her des- 
tination to be changed at any moment 
during her trip south. The mest that 
‘would be admitted as to the mission 
of these vessels was that if any even- 
tuality should make it necessary to use 
marines or sailors on shore they would 
be in readiness for such emergency. 

Zelaya Aiming at Bluefields. 

The news that Zelaya probably would 
avoid an engagement at Rama, and, 
making a detour, would strike Blue- 
fields, the headquarters of the revolu- 
tionary army and provisional govern- 
ment, was received in official circles 
here with some apprehension, and al- 
most immediately a conference was 
held in the office of the secretary of 
the navy, at which were present Sec- 
retary Meyer, Assistant Secretary Win- 
throp, Admiral Wainwright and Assist- 
ant Secretary of State Wilson.

GOVERNMENT ASKED 
TO DEEPEN RIVER 


Augusta Delegation Returns 
From Washington in Hope- 
ful Frame of Mind. 


Augusta, Ga., December 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Augustans have returned to the 
city from their trip to Washington in 
the interest of commanding attention 
from the government to the Savannah 
river below this city. With them when 
they met the rivers and harbors com- 
mittee of the house were Colonel Dan 
Cc.

Already Leading Figure in the 
United States, Morgan Will 
Take Leading Position in the 
European Money World--Said 
He Will Be Agent of Vatican. 


London, December 11.—(Special Ca- 
ble to Publishers’ Press.)—J. Pierpont 
Morgan is now the foremost figure in 
high financiering, outranking even the 
Rothschilds. The recent reorganiza- 
tion of the: London firm by which it 
becomes Morgan, Grenfell & Co., Sir 
Edward Charles Grenfell becoming the 
junior partner, places the great Ameri- 
can financier in direct connection with 
the Bank of England. Sir Edward is 
a director in the “Old Lady of Thread- 
ntedle Street.” 

The control of the big insurance 
companies in America, the steel trust, 
the great banks, and many other en- 
terprises has made Mr. Morgan the 
foremost financial figure in America. 

It is now said that he proposes to 
take a leading position in the broader 
fleld of European finance. 

As an evidence of this, it is said in 
financial circles that Mr. Morgan is to 
become the financial agent of the 
vatican. A similar rumor was current 
some time ago, but at that time, 80 
the story goes, Mr. Thomas F. Ryan, 
who is highly regarded at the vatic@#, 
opposed the appointment, and the ne- 
gotiations failed.

FAVORED BY TAFT 


Secretary Bitterly Arraigns 
Thieves at New York Ban- 
quet---Knox and Wickersham 
Speak, Latter Insisting on 
Necessity of Federal Power. 


- New York, December 11.—Nine hun- 
dred and sixty-four distinguished men 
heard three members of the cabinet of 
the United States address the eleventh 
annual dinner of the Pennsylvania 
Society of New York at the Waldorf- 
Astoria tonight. 

And of these speakers, the most 
emphatic note was struck by Franklin 
MacVeagh, secretary of the treasury, 
in a bitter arraignment of customs 
frauds, pafticular at the post of New 
York. 

The other two, George W. Wicker- 


Sham, the attorney general, and Phi- 


lander C. Knox, secretary of state, 
spoke along more general lines, the 
former, however, emphasizing the 
necessity of federal power, the in- 
crease of which has been so much 
criticised. Secretary Knox confined 
himself largely to the ever-increasing 
cooperation of nations. 
Customs House Frauds. 

Concerning customs house frauds in 
New York, Secretary MacVeagh said: 

“You know what we are trying to do 
for this city. We are trying to cut 
out a festering corruption. You may 
Say that the customs service at New 
York is a blot upon the federal gov- 
ernment.* It is algo a blot upon New 
York city. And what the government 
is doing and attempting to do is not 
only to*clean up its own premises, but 
to raise the standard of public service 
in this city. 

“The undertaking needs the presi- 
dent at the back of it and it would be 
impossible for any man in any position 
to be more direct and normal in his 
outlook upon a question of good gov- 
ernment or to be more resolved to back 
to the limit any important and wise 
project of improvement than President 
Taft. In what the department of jus- 
tice and the treasury department are 
undertaking to do at this port and in 
less important, but still important 
things we shall attempt to do in the 
other ports of the country, we have 
President Taft behind us.” 

Secretary MacVeagh here praised 
William Loeb, Jr., collector of the port, 
for the work he has accomplished. 

Dinner a Brilliant Affair. 

The dinner tonight was a brilliant 
affair. Seated under the time-honored 
portrait of William Penn, and the em- 
blazoned coat of arms of the state of 
Pennsylvania, was the society’s presi- 
dent, Andrew Carnegie. Next to him 
were Secretary Knox, Secretary Mac- 
Veagh, Attorney General Wickersham 
and Governor Edwin S.. Stuart, of 
Pennsylvania, the principal guests. At 
other tables sat Simon Guggenheim, 
United States senator from Colorado; 
John Wanamaker, former postmaster 
general; Rear Admiral Joseph B. Mur- 
dock, United States navy, command@ant 
of the New York navy. yard; United 
States Senator Boies Penrose; Com- 
mander Peary, United States navy, an 
honorary member of the _ society; 
United States Senator George T. Oli- 
ver; Samuel W. Pennypacker, governor 
of Pennsylvania 1908-07; Floyd C. 
Griscom, former United States ambDas- 
sador to Italy; John D. Archibald, 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., W. E. Corey, 
president of the United States Steel 
Coporation, and others. 

Wickersham on Federal Power. 


Most of the address of the attorney 
general was devoted to ‘‘shop” -talk, in 
which he gave an account of the scope 
and variety of the work of the depart- 
ment of justice. In concluding, how- 
ever, Mr. Wickersham hed a word to 
say regarding the warnings that have 
been given by public men against a 
growth of the federal power at Wash- 
ington, referring particularly to the 
recent speech by Senator Root. On 
this point Mr. Wickersham said: 

“Speaking in this place two years 
ago, one of New York’s most illus- 
trious citizens pointed out the increas- 
ing growth of federal power, and 
warned the states of their duty to as- 
sert and enforce their own jurisdic- 
tion, lest that which was properly 
theirs, should, from sheer disuse, fall 
into federal hands. Again, within a 
few weeks past, at the dinner of the 
chamber of commerce in this city, 
Senator Root renewed this warning; 
spoke of the rapid growth of central- 
ized power in Washington; the diffi- 
culty of the intelligent and efficient 
administration of the affairs of this 
vast nation by the bureaus and the 
departments of the capitol, and em- 
phasized the need of state action in 
matters properly within state jurisdic- 
tion. I heartily concur in all he said, 
but at the same time I am firmly con- 
vinced of the necessity for the vigor- 
Oug assertion of federal power over 
those subjects devolved upon the na- 
tional government by the constitution 


; of the United States, which the experi- 


ence of a century has shown cannot be 
properly and adequately managed by 
the states. é' 


Commerce Entirely Interstate. 


“The commerce of this country has 
become almost entirely interstate and 
international commerce. The states 
have demonstrated their. complete in- 
ability either to properly regulate and 
eontrol that commerce or to intelli- 
gently and efficiently create and con- 
trol adequate agencies to carry it on. 
The national government has been 
literally compelled to exercise its in- 
disputable power to regulate  inter- 
state and international commerce, by 
undertaking the regulation and con- 
trol of interstate railways, and to de- 
vise and enforce legislation to check 
the growth of great monopolies and 
the 
a very 


“This work the national govern- 
ment must carry out thoroughly and 
effectively. It cannot delegate it nor 
leave any part of it to the states, Its 
control over this subject. under the 
constitution, |s complete, comprehensive 
and exclusive. With a consciousness 
of this power must come also the rec- 
ognition of its duty to legislate on 
these subjects with a single eye to the 
welfare of the whole country, not 
merely destructively, but constructive- 
ly. This responsibility is. of course, 
primarily with the congress. <A _ rep- 
resentative of the executive depart- 
ment can only suggest the line of leg- 
islative development. If his sugges- 
tions should result in shaping that 
legisiation so- @s to provide a means 
legitimate development of 
American industry on safe lines, under 
proper federal reguiation and control, 
he will have enjoyed a high privilege 
which may well satisfy the most ar- 
dent ambition.”

FOR THE INSURGENT FORCES 

Bluefields, Nicaragua, December 11.— 
There nas been a sudden and unpleas- 
ant realization here of government 
Strength and _ insurgent 
President Zelaya has outwitted Genera! 
Estrada, and the latter’s chief hope is 
in American intervention. 

It turns out that the conference, 
which was sought by General Vasquez 
of the government troops near Rama, 
and which the insurgents had inter- 
preted as a sign of yielding on the 
part of Zelaya’s troops, was a blind in- 
tended to secure a delay of the ex- 


pected battle until the loyal army had 
obtained a decided advantage of posi- 
tion. It is also learned that while 
Zelaya had kept a scattered force be- 
fore Rama, his real army of 3,000 men 
was hurrying by forced marches to- 
werds Bluefields. 


Rebels Are Alarmed. 


The report that a descent upon this 
city from Rama was possible only by 
river is now known to be untrue. 

This city, the headquarters of the pro- 
Visional government, has been thrown 
into alarm by a sudden realization of 
the strength of the government army 
against which General Estrada, the 
leader of the insurgents, had been 
supposed to be making trresistibje 
headway. Estrada apparently has been 
hoodwinked by Zelaya, and no one 
would be surprised if the latter's 
troops should appear in the city at any 
hour. Estrada is hoping for timely 
aid from the United States. 

Another cause for alarm among the 
insurgents is a report brought by the 
cruiser Des Moines that Zelaya’s men 
at Greytown are far from being in the 
desperate condition which has been 
reported here. They are said to num- 
ber 38,000 well-fed and well-paid sol- 
diers and are opposed only by General 
Chamorra,. with 400 insurgents. The 
excellent condition of the army in 
Greytown is said to be the main rea- 
son why it does not leave its quarters 
and attack Chamorra. The soldiers 
are not enthusiastic over Zelaya and 
his cause and prefer being fed to fight- 


ing.

Atlanta. Ga., December 10, 1909. 
Honorable Robert F. Maddox. Mayor, 

Atlanta, Ga. 

Dear Sir: The will of the late 
Walker P. Inman provides as follows: 
ARTICLE VIII. 

“I give, bequeath and devise to the 
city of Atlanta the sum of five thou- 
sand (6,000.00) dollars, for hospital 
Purposes, to be paid by my executors 
to the proper city authorities as soon 
as same can conveniently, be done after 
my death, which sum I direct shall be 
used in the following manner: Two 
thousand dollars for the benefit of a 
maternity ward, or for the erection of 
a maternity hospital; the remaining 
three thousand dollars to be used for 
general hospital purposes in such 
manner asS may be agreed upon by my 
executors and the city authorities; but 
said sum shall not be used for any 
other purpose.”

During- Police Court Trial He 
Declared That Half the Mem- 
bers of the Police Commission 
Foster and Uphold Houses of 
Ill Fame. — : 


Saying that the city of Atlanta 
“winks” .at the operation of houses of 
ill fame in spite of the fact that the 


law strictly prohibits them, and de- 
claring that half the members of the 
police commission foster and uphold 
such places, Attorney John. Y. Smith, 
with office in the Temple Court build- 
ing, made a sensational speech yester- 
day afternoon in police court in de- 
fending his client, a young man who 
had been arrested on the charge of 
frequenting these places too often, 

Attorney Smith did not mince words 
during the course of his speech, inci- 
dentally made reference to certain 
preachers, and declared that politics 
dominated the whole system. .He said 
that any person who would not admit 
that politics was behind the system 
and who held that the operation of 
these houses was legal would be class- 
ed as a “liar” or a ‘scoundrel.’ 

Made Proposition te Court. 

Attorney Smith closed by offering 
to make the proposition to the court 
that if his client were freed he would 
“absolutely guarantee” that within the 
next three days he would personally 
see that the houses of this character 
are entirely abolished. Attorney Smith 
said that this could be done by having 
cases made against the property own- 
ers. 

Recorder Pro Tem. W.:H. Preston, 
presiding in the place of Recorder 
Broyles, stated that it was not in the 
province of the recorder to accept a 
proposition. 

‘TI want to make this case an issue,” 
said Mr. Smith. “If under the law 
these places are illegal, but are winked 
at by the city of Atlanta, then my 
client certainly cannot be prosecuted. 
I say with all courtesy that this thing 
of raiding these places and pulling 
down these young fellows and fining 
them is but a scheme to feed the court 
and to fdol the public.” 

Says Members Are Interested. 

In making the charges against the 

police commission, Attorney Smith de- 
clared that over half of that body 
would take no action towards the real 
solution of the problem because these 
gentlemen were interested politically 
and personally.

The daring method employed by 
young Luomo, coupled with his frank 
confession, makes his case one of the 
most remarkable to come under the 
observation of the police in some 
time. 

According to Luomo he was born in 
Finland and four years ago came to 
America, learning to write and speak 
English in a short time.

Luomo says that he then made out a 
check for $36, presented it for deposit 
at the Georgia Savings Bank and 
Trust company, and drew out $6. 

At the aifferent furniture stores he 
asked to be shown furniture, and after 
making his’ selection, presented a 
check as partial payment and received 
in change amounts ranging from $6 
to $12. 

This scheme worked on Ed. Mat- 
thews & Co., who lost $12, Oscar 
Parnes: & Co., who yielded up $6. D.

Removal of McLendon.

“This is the only case on record of a 
lynching in the Georgia state house,” 
said Judge John S. Candler, counsel 
for 8. Guyt McLendon, in arguing be- 
fore the supreme court of Georgia 
yesterday the removal of the former 
chairman of the state railroad com- 
mission. : 

“There is no argument which coun- 
sel for the plaintiff in error have urged | 
in this case,” he said, “which could, 
not be pleaded with equal force as | 
justification for a lynching.” 

Judge Candler argued that the re. 
moval of former Chairman McLendon 
was without warrant of law. and in 
violation of the law governing this 
Case as it stood at the time of the re- 
moval. He argued with great zeal and 
earnestness that even if the old law of 
1879 was not unconstitutional. the 
power it gave to the governor to re- 
move an appointive officer was 
changed by subsequent amendments 
making the officer elective by the peo- 
ple for a term three times that of 
the governor's own term. He said Mr. 
McLendon’s removal was “without 
cause’ within the meaning of the law. 

Following Judge Candler, who ciosed 
the argument for Mr. McLendon, Gen- 
eral Peter W. Meldrim, of Savannah. 
closed the case of Mr. Gray. He said 
the act of 1907 amending the act of 
1897 was simply passed to increase the 
number.of members of the railroad 
commission and to extend their powers 
and jurisdiction. That all parts of the 
preceding law not specifically repealed 
remained in force and effect. 


Power May Be Delegated. 


Defending the- contention that the 
power of removal may be lodged by 
the legislature in the governor, he 
said, quoting from the American Cyclo- 
Pedia of Law and Procedure: 

“*While the power to remove 
office is regarded as a power He tems 
ed by the courts in the absence of its 
expressed or implied grant to some 
other anthority in the government, the 
courts hold that this power may be 
exercised by the legislature, by de- 
ae coring coy Aly be vacant, or may 
e delegate the legis} 
other authoelee. gprs dectee.

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That Is Opinion of La- 
bouchere, Noted Radical. 


He Holds That the House of 
Lords Is an Anachronism. 
Labouchere Favors an Elect- 
ive Upper Chamber Modeled 
After the American Senate. 


London, December 11.—(Publishers’ 
Press Cable.)\—Henry Labouchere, the 
the noted radical editor, in an inter- 
view today, declared in favor of an 
elective upper house in the British 
parliament, modeled on the plan of the 
United States senate. 

He holds that the‘house of lords as 
an heriditary part of the national 
legislature, is an. anachronism, and is 
doomed, but he is opposed to the, idea 
of a single chamber with the supreme 
governing power, and thinks it would 
be dangerous. 

Mr. Labouchere said: é 

“I am for two chambers, but I do Bot 
believe in the house of lords as one 
of these chambers. The government, 
assuming that it means business, 
should not waste time in discussing 
the rights of the lords. It should pro- 
Guce & plan, not to clip their wings, 
but to replace them by a democratic 
second chamber, and it should submit 
its proposal to the electorate without 
delay. 

American Senate as Model. 

‘It is a curious fact that in no 
country where an upper chamber ex- 
ists, does it enjoy such powers and 
use them so freely, as in the United 
States, which is a democracy. 

‘We therefore shall do well to take 
the American senate as our model for 
our upper chamber. The. United 
Kingdom should be divided into sena- 
torial districts. The county @nd mu- 
nicipal councils in each district should 
be its clectorate; its members should not 
be more than 150. It should never be 
dissolved, but one-third of its mem- 
bers should be elected every year, or if 
preferred every two years. I would 
not allow the members of the upper 
house to hold office in a ministry nor 
any post of profit during their sena- 
torship. I am convinced that were 
some such plan as this be submitted 
to the country, it would find favor 
with the. majority. 


English Peerage as a Whole. 


“Taking the English peerage on the 
whole, I think its members compare 
advantageously with the titled aristo- 
cracies of other countries, and in this 
country, generally, there is so strong 
feeling against the nobility. But this 
is widely different from a belief in 
their right to legislate for us or to 
negative the proposals of our elected 
representatives. Such a state of 
thing is repugnant to the self-respect 
of a large number of eléctors. They 
object to their representatives in par- 
liament having no more voice in its 
decisions than one of those heriditary 
gentlemen. To their plain, common 
sense, it is a pernicious absurdity ut- 
terly at variance with the spirit of 
the age.”

SIX MEN ENTOMBED 
IN KENTUCKY MINE 


Sixty Men Succeeded in Es- 
=e After Ex- 
p 


osion. 


Louisville, Ky., December 11.—Mea- 
ger details have been received here of 
an explosion this afternoon in_ the 
mines of the West Kentucky Coal com- 
pany near Henderson, this state. Six 
men are known to be entombed 120 
feet below the surface. 

Immediately following the explosion 
of fire damp which set fire to the 
mine and sent a column of flame 100 
feet into the air, 60 negro miners suc- 
ceeded in making their way to the 
surface after a wild scramble for the 
hoisting cage, leaving six and possibly 
more of their number behind. 

Eighty men, it is said, are regularly 
employed in the ‘mine, but only a few 
more than 60 are thought to have been 
underground at the time of the ¢x- 
plosion.

New York, December 11.—The estate 
of Calvin Paige, a retired merchant 
and forty-niner, amounts to $6,449,466, 
according to affidavits filed in the sur- 
rogate’s court here today. Paige went 
west in the forefront of the first gold 
rush. He built up a large fortune, but 
never married, and his niece and 
nephew divide the greater part of his 
estate.

The American flag, which flew over 
my tent, was a matter of much pride 
to the porters, and was always carricd 
at the head or near the head of the 
line of march; and after it, in single 
file. came the long line of burden 
bearers.

TO DEFY RUSSIA 


New Diet Will Convene 
Early in March. 


Czar Is Fully Determined Not 
to Make Any Concessions at 
All---First Lady Barrister in 
Russia---Timasheff to Re- 


sign. 


By George Fraser. 

St. Petersburg, December 11.—(Pub- 
lishers Press Special.)—It is not re- 
@warded as likely that affairs in Fin- 
land will reach a head until after the 
assembling of the new diet next March. 
Little doubt is felt that the new diet 
will be.as vigorously opposed to the 
Russian demands for the relinquish 
ment of Finnish rights, as was the one 
dissolved, and when it has refused to 
submit to dictation from St. Petersburg 
the Russian government will be faced 
with the necessity for taking measures 
which are more than Iftkely to result 
in revolt. 

That the government shares this idea 
is evidenced by the fact that steps have 
been already taken to strengthen the 
Finnish garrisons, and the new force 
are drawn from distant portions of the 
empire, so that there will be no like 
lihood of either fraternization between 
the Finns and the troops or the spread- 
ing of sedition among the soldiers. 

I understand the czar is firmly deter- 
mined to make no concessions what- 
ever to the Finns, who, on their part, 
are as fully determined to surrender 
voluntarily none of their cherished 
rights. 

[It has been decided to build per- 
manent barracks in all the principal 
towns of Finland. 

First Lady Barrister. 

An insignificant trial on the charge 
of the theft of billiard balls in a lo- 
cal police court becomes historically 
important, as being the cause of the 
first appearance of a lady barrister be- 
fore the Russian courts of justice. The 
lady in question, Mrs. Feischitz, ap- 
peared for the defense of one of the 
prisoners, but the public prosecutor, in 
a long speech, protested that women 
had no legal standing in the law 
courts, and refused ‘to proceed with 
the indictment. 

The judges, after half an hour's con- 
sultation, decided in favor of the first 
Russian female advocate, on the 
ground that women are not mention- 
ed in the Hst of inadmissible persons 
in the Russian code. 

The prosecutor persisted in his pro- 
test, and was about to leave the court, 
when the presiding judge stopped him 
with a reminder that he had no right 
to leave without his, the judge's per- 
mission. Nevertheless, the public pros- 
ecutor still refused to go On with the 
case, and the court had to be ad- 
journed. 

Educated Russian women have long 
been training and organizing them- 
selves for various kinds of fresh ac- 
tivity, and it may not be long before 
Russian suffragists make their appear 
ance in St. Petersburg. 

Boy Scouts Praised. 

A former assistant minister of ways 
of communication, a well-Known mil- 
itary engineer and sénator, M. von 
Wendrich, has just delivered an inter- 
esting lecture on preparation for war, 
in which he referred in giowing terms 
to the boy scouts in England, and 
strongly advocated the formation of 4 
similar organization in Russia. Gen- 
eral Sir R. Baden-Powell’s book on 
the subject has already been trans- 
lated into Russian. 

The United States may find a lesson 
in the best way to handle the trusts 
which seek to defraud the revenue, by| 
the recent action of the Russian gov- 
ernment. The Great Northern Glass 
Factory, of this city, was charged with 
extensive frauds. The seven directors 
of the company, including two mil- 
lionaires, were promptly arrested, as 
well as its leading counsel, a well- 
known corporation lawyer named 
Kreuter. These men will be vigorous- 
ly prosecuted.

Washington, December 11.—wNineteen ' 
“insurgent” republican congressmen met , 
tonight in the room of Representative , 
Hubbard, of Iowa, in the house office ;} 
building, and for three hours discugsed | 
ways and means of forwarding the 
fight begun at the extra session against 
the house rules. | 

It is surmised that other topics be- 
sides this were debated, but after the 
meeting broke up, the participants re- 
fused to admit thas ang other prapo- 
sitions than the one tO amend the 
‘Cannon rules” were considered. 

Representtative Hayes, of California, 
acted as chairman of the meéting, and 
Representative Nelson, of Wisconsin, 
was secretary. 

Plan ef Action, 

The net result of the meeting was 
the appointment of two committees of 
five members each. One committee was 
to map out a plan of action regarding 
further procedure, and presumably to 
sound out the democratic minority on 
a joint program, and the other was to 
take care of the subject of publicity. 
The following members were pres- 
ent, according to the list furnished the 
press by Chairman Hayes: 

Grenna, of North Dakota; Haugen, 
Hubbard, Pickett, Woods, Good and 
Kendall, of Iowa; Hayes, of California; 
Hinshaw and Nelson, of Nebraska; 
Madison and Murdock, of Kansas; Poin- 
dexter, of Washington; Lindberg, of 
Minnesota: Lovering, of Massachusetts, 
and Carey, Cooper and Nelson, of Wis- 
consin. It was stated that letters were 
received from severa] others, includ- 
ing Davis, of Minnesota; Gardner, of 
Massachusetts; Valstead, of Minnesota, 
and Fowler, of New Jersey. 

Full Strenath Not Present. 

It was insisted that the attendance 
tonight did not represent the _ full 
strength of the “insurgent” republican 
movement in the present congress. Rep- 
resentative Hayes said. that if a vote 
were taken today in the house to 
amend the rules that fifty republican 
votes could be mustered. 

“The movement among the repub- 
lican congressmen to amend the rules,” 
he said, “is on the increase and has 
been since the last session. Every 
member at tonight's meeting reported 
that the people of his district were 
practically unanimous in their support 
of their representatives in this mat- 
ter. 

“It should 


be understood that we are 
aiming only at the amending of the 
house rules. In the case of various 
other propositions where the members 
have been classed as ‘insurgents’ our 
views vary. But we are unanimous 
to .«@ last man on this proposition.” 
Coy About Publicity. 

The “inSurgents” were coy on the 
subject ,Of publicity regarding to- 
night’s meeting. When the members 
emerged from Congressman Hubbard’s 
office after the three hours’ session, 
all of them dodged the waiting news- 
paper correspondents, and the reporters 
were referred to Representative Hayes 
for the news of the meeting. 

Mr. Hayes also was very reluctant 
about discussing the “insurgents’ ” 
Plans. He at first declined to make 
public the names of those present and 
refused to make public the nazaes of 
the members of the two committees. 
He said that an address to the people 
would. probably issue from the “In- | 
Surgents” within a short time on the 
subject of the house rules.

A gentleman had used electricity 
in g@bout all its forms, from belts to 
the electric breeze, only to get stead- 
ily worse and I was able to demon- 
strate to his own common sense the 
really injurious effects of such a treat- 


men. The fact is that all this has 
been used empirically; that is, in a sort 
of-hit or.miss manner and not with any 
exact knowledge of any good to be 
derived.. This sort of treatment won't 
do. I know when I talk about being 
exact in our methods and about giving 
careful attention to detail I may be- 
come tiresome to many. for it is a 
hobby of mine, but after all, I know 
very emphatically, indeed, that it all 
works’ out to the ultimate good for 
many a patient who has gone from 
one to another only to get disappoint- 
ment after disappointment. 

None of these cases can be approach- 
ed in a careless spirit, for they are too 
intricate, too difficult, te deserve any- 
thing. but the most careful attention. 
Those who have followed me know 
how much impurtance. I put On the; 
value of thorough diagnosis, and then, 
too, equal importance on attention to 
detail when it comes to treatment. 

These things may seem, to some, of 
minor importance, but I have seen their 
great importance demonstrated over 
and over again. 

The young man who burns the candle 
at both ends finds in time thgt the flame

begins to flicker, and he knows he has 


symptoms from which he suffers, and 
does not want to be told it~is “all in 
the head,” but he does want and just 
as surely needs such advice as wil! help 
him to help himself, but also knows he 
heeds those, remedial measures as will 
again bring back exhausted vitality, 
even though it has been lost by his 
Own follies. 

He who undertakes to help these un- 
fortunates cannot d° so by hunting for 
specifics, but must be accurate in his 
diagnosis, must look closely Into the 
cause and its effects: must know his 
nerve physiology just es perfectly as 
modern science wil! permit, for there 
is much to be learned yet, and then 
must give the unfortunate victim hon- 
est and conscientious service, not sim- 
ply pat him on the back. and- assure 
him if he pays a fat fee yeu will cure 
him in a few days and hand out a guar- 
antee that isn’t worth the paper on 
which it is written. | 

There is no use disguising or trying 
to disguise the fact that much of this 
work is difficult, exceedingly difficult, 
and what is the use of deceiving the 
unfortunate victim by false promises 
when giving him the truth will prove 
much more satisfactory in the end? 

Some of our work may be difficult, 
true, but tf Doctors will think 
for themselves and dig a little into 
the mysteries of the intricate physi- 


ology of the nervous system, they will 


not keep on treating symptoms in cases

Grand Jury to Probe the 
Death of Her Niece. 


Witnesses Tells of Discovery of | 

_ Body of Young Mrs. Snead in 
the Bath Tub and of the Sui- 
cide Note---Miss Wardlaw 
Heavily Veiled. 


New York, December 11.—Emoation- 
less and reticent as ever, Miss Virginia 
Wardiaw, aunt of Mrs. Ocey W. M. 


tub tragedy, was sent back to jail to- 
day after a hearing in the recorder’s 
court in East Orange, to await the -aec- 
tion of the grand jury on the charge 
that she had murdered her niece. 

Recorder Nott held Miss Wardlaw 
for trial after witnesses had testified 
that Ocey Snead’s dead body had lain 
from eighteen hours to three or four 
days in the barren East Orange house, 
where Miss Wardlaw was her compan- 
ion before the authorities were notified 
of her death, and a handwriting expert 
had sworn that a different pen from 
that which wrote the suicide note of 
Ocey Snead had been used to write the 
signature to the pathetie little doeu- 
ment. 

Otherwise the hearing in the singu- 
lar case was productive of little posi- 
tive testimony that bore upon the man- 
nér of the death of the young south- 
ern woman, or would tend to fix re- 
sponsibility for it. 

Miss War@iaw Heavily Veiled. 

Miss Wardlaw, heavily veiled, sat in 
court beside her counsel, Franklin W. 
Fort, a son of Governor Fort, of New 
Jersey. She seemed to resent the 
scrutiny of the crowd which -packed 
the courtroom and shielded her face 
at times ‘with a newspaper, although 
her features were undistinguishable 
through the thick veil. 

The first witness, Sergeant Timothy 
Canniff, of the East Orange police 
force, told of the discovery on No- 


vember 29 of Ocey Snead's body in the 
bathtub of the East Orange house in a 
few inches of water.

Cleveland, Ohio, December 11.—The 
storm which passed over Lake Erie 
Wednesday and Thursday reaped a 
deadly harvest and laid wasts -more 
than $1,000,000 worth of vessel prop- 
erty. Late reports today showed that 
59 lives were lost, that 20 sailors were 
rescued, that four boats were destroy- 
ed and that one !s aground and sus- 
tained heavy damages. 


A summary of the storm’s work, 


shows: 

Steamer Clarion burned; fifteen lives 
lost, six saved. 

Steamer W. C. Richardson sunk; five 
drowned, fourteen saved. 

Car ferry Marquette and Bessemer 
No. 2 wrecked; thirty-eight lives lost. 

Steamer Josiah G. Munro aground, 
attempting to rescue sailors from the 
Clarion. 

Tow barge sunk; no lives lost. 

Sailor from Richardson, crazed by 
exposure, committed suicide. 

No one considers that there is @ 
chance that any of the thirteen mem- 
bers of the crew of the Clarion have 
survived. Two of the crew are known 
to have perished. Neither is hope now 
reld out for any of the members of 
the crew of 38 of the car ferry Mar- 
quette and Bessemer No. 2, who have 
been missing four days.

Like all the Balkan states. Monte- 
negro is poor. Exporting queens and 
grand duchesses, though exhilarating, 
is not remunerative. Prince Nicho#vas 
tries to make little on his own ace 
count, and when he goes to visit his 
daughters he eneourages everybody to 
call on him. A few days after his sec- 
retary makes a list of visitors ana 
sends each a little notice to the effect 
that. Prince Nicholas, being very 
charmed with his manners and culture, 
and certain that he has done much 
for humanity in general, and Monte- 
negro in particular would like to con- 
fer upon him the order of St. Nich- 
Olas, or Cettinje, or whatever it may 
be. Usually the obfeet of this little 
attention swallows the bait and re- 
plies that he will look upon the order 
as the greatest honor of his life. By 
return of nost comes a second intima- 
tion, couched in more flattering terms 
than the first, saying that Prince 
Nicholas is overjoyed to be able to) 
confer his order on Mr. Smith, but 
the advance fee is $80. which he will 
be charmed to have at Mr. Smith’s 
earliest convenience. As most Con- 
tinentals make a point of collecting 
as many orders as they possibly can, 
the money is sent and the order ec 
ferred by the prince, with a dozen 
fierce-looking Montenegrin warriors 
in short petticoats standing round _in 
picturesque attitudes. There is a 
story of one man who bought ten at a 
reduced rate and _ distributed them 
among a murderous family wht“ he 
returned to the states. It is now stated 
in Cettinje that the prices of Monte- 
negrin orders will rise considerably 
after the coronation has taken place— 
and it is only reasonable that they 
should, because Prince Nicholas will 
have to have a crown and coronation 
robes. Evil tongues say that the 
crown is to be made of silver gilt, and 
the coronation robes of some vestments 
used by the Greek priests at great fes- 
tivals. This is, no doubt, nothing but 
scandalous report, as, even if the roy- 
al exchequer fails to pay all expenses, 
the “exports’’ themselves will cover 
deficiencies. 

She Boxed His Ears. 

Prince Nicholas says he likes going 
because it makes him proud 
to think his daughter lives in the midst 
of so much wealth, but the barbaric 
splendor of the Russian court appeals 
to him far more. Queen Elena of 
Italy evidently inherits much of her 


Russian grand ducal families, which 
their sister votes so stupid. Neither do 
his two sons play any part in their 
father’s dominions. His personality 
overshadows everybody. The Monténe- 
grins are excessively proud of him and. 
when he celebrated the 40th year of 
his reign, thev earnestly requested that 
he should take to himself the title 
of “Roval Highness.” 
MOre Soldier Than Diplomat. 

_ The prince is more a soldier than 
a diplomat and, personally, he, cares 
little whether he is called prince or 
king, but there is always rivalry be- 
tween Montenegro and Bulgaria, 
which hag also freed itself from Turk- 
ish bonds and got on much better in 
the world, because of its geographical 
position. When Prince Ferdinand pro- 
claimed himself king the Montene- 
grins laughed and said: 

“That won't last long.” 

The reception he got during his re- 
cent visit to St. Petersburg, when he 
was welcomed with royal honors, made 
them gnash their teeth with rage. So 
they took counsel together and decided 
that they must have a King, too. A 
deputation waited on Prince Nicholas, 
lgaying that the shame of having a 
king self-proclaimed and acknowledg- 
ed by the great Russian power and 
all the other powers—which are quite 
subservient to the first, in the Monte- 
negrin mind—living next door but one, 
was too great to be borne by any self- 
respecting Montenegrin. They ended 
up a warm and loyal speech with the 
suggestion that he, too, might see his 
way to follow Prince Ferdinand, of 
Bulgaria's. example and become a 
king. The autocrat demurred for a 
time. Kings are costly, he replied 
Not only does one want crowns and. 
robes and regalia when one is a king 
but one’s traveling expenses mount 
up when he goes abroad. 

He Will Be Crowned. 

But when the king of Bulgaria was 
épenly acknowledged at Rome _ and 
abroad and gossip got about as to 
what his new crown was to be like 
and how many yards of silk and em- 
broidery were to go on his corona- 
tion robes, even the warlike old prince 
thought things were going too far, and 
he consented to think about a corona- 
tion. much to the joy of his subjects. 
They were very greteful to him 


‘of the 


and 


in a short time it was decided to let 
the ceremony take place next August. 
The Montenegrins rather hope it will 
raise as big a stir in the world as did 
King Ferdinand’s move, but so far 
they are disappointed. «Though the 
event has been talked of in Vienna 
for some time nothing is known of- 
ficially in diplomatic circles. What is 
more galling to the sturdy mountain- 
eers themselves, the papers that come 
from Austria all gay that no opposition 
will be raised, as the country 
small and unimportant that her ruler’s 
title concerns her alone and does not 
affect any other power. 

Once, in 1905, Prince Nicholas de- 
cided that the time had come when 
the Montenegrins should have a con- 
stitution. So he. called: his’ first na- 
tional assembly in 1906. But things 
did not work well. The delegates quar- 
reled amongst themselves and began 
to ask questions that irritated their 
prince. Besides, when there was hunt- 
ing to be had, or a family feud to 
carry on, attendance at some fixed time 
year was most inconvenient, 
and very often half the delegates 
failed to come at all. 

“You are not ripe for a constitu- 
tion yet,” he told them at one meeting, 
where Knives were freely used, and 
he dissolved the assembly, which has 
not met sincé. The prince rules alone 
and unassisted and it suits both him 
and his subjects.

Hope Diamond. 

Since the so-called Hope 
was first brought from the East by 
Jean Baptiste ‘Tavernier, the great 
traveler, in 1688, it has brought mis-| 
fortune to many people. 

Tavernier sould the gem to Louis 
XIV., with twenty-four other large 
diamonds, but his association with the 
diamond marked a turn for the worse 
in his fortunes. Tavernier’s son in- 
volved him in unfortunate’ specula- 
tions, and at the age of eighty-one 
the discoverer of the Hope diamond 
sold his estate to pay his debts, and 
started on a fresh voyage to the East. 
He died of fever before his return. 

Mme. de Montespan was the favo- 
rite of Louis XIV. when the Hope dia- 
mond became part of the crown jew- 
els of France. The King acceded to 
her entreaties to be allowed to wear; 
the stone, but her influence declined 
from about this time. 

Fouquet, the famous financier, beor- 
rowed the diamond for one of his 
costly fetes. Soon afterwards he Iost 
the royal favor and was imprisoned. 

During the Regency the diamond re- 
mained with the rest of the regalia.’ 
After Marie Antoinette befame Queen 
of France she heard of this wonderful] 
stone, and wore it at a ball at. the 
Tuileries.

The writer has been in correspond- 
enee with a number of members of the 
rules committee, and is pleased to in- 
form the public that all, thus far, con- 
sulted think very favorably indeed 
of the plan to divide a whole game 
into quarters instead of halves. This 
plan was tried out at Tech about a 
week ago,.in a game between the ju- 
nior and sophomore class teams, with 6 
minutes’ rest in between each quarter. 
The plan worked admirably, and 
though hardly any of the players were 
in any kind of condition they found 
no difficulty in lasting a total of 40 
minutes of play, ten minutes to each 
quarter, without a single substitution 
being made in either team. Thus the 
honor of being the first college to try 
out any of the probable new rules of 
1910 goes to Tech.

That would not be so bad 
in theory, but difficult in practice, for 
many plays are pulled off by quick 
teams like a flash of light, and before 
an official could count up the number 
of players in the attack. 

While difficult, too, for many reasons 
to compel the entire backfield to stay 
back of the line of scrimmage, a dis- 
tance of, say, five yards, it would be 
easily possible to make a rule that 
would compel the quarter to stand back 
that far, thus entailing a direct snap 
of that length from the snapper at the 
beginning of each scrimmage. Though 
it might, then, be well to authorize 
the quarter to pass the ball forward to 
one of his backs, the very length of 
the initial snap would do away with 
the “massiness’ of the play. 

The plan to compel the offensive 
team to run the ball to the right or 
left a eertain required distance in the 
three downs allowed for the making 
of a first down, as well as making 
its distance in the forward direction, 
is also liable to he revived, and 
would prove, if put-into operation, of 
signal value in opening up the game. 

Possibly, teo, forward passes may 
next year be permitted over the very 
middie of the rush line, or more then 
one may be allowed in one scrimmage. 
Rule changes of thig eharacter would 
mean that the game would approach 
more nearly the game of basketball. 

Another brand-new scheme is the 
suggestion of Aiexander Moffat, of 
Princeton, that only one man of each 
team be permitted to oecupy any one 
of the squares of the checkerboard. 
Bach of these squares is five yards 
square, so that with the exception of 
snapper-back and the quarter 
who may occupy the same square, 
is plain all the players would 
be very widely scattered indeed.

The On-Side Kick. 

Many object to the present on-side 
kick rule which pérmits all the play- 
ers to scramble for the ball the in- 
stant it has struck the ground. It 
cannot be Well denied that there are 
certain possibilities of dafiger in the 
operation of this feature of the game, 
just as there are to the’ catcher of a 
forward pass at present, for on ac-'° 
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count of the necessity he is under of 
watching the ball he cannot watch a 
rapidly approaching opponent also, the 
result being that he frequently gets a 
pretty heavy jolt from that oppenent 
right after he has made his catch. It 
might be better to restrain the oppo- 
nents from hitting the catcher and 
only allow them to try for the bell 
itself, making up for this handicap 
to the defensive team by ruling that 
unless a forward pass gains a dis- 
tance of at least five yards for the 
team making it, the ball shall be 
brought back and played over though 
counting a down, or it could be de- 
creed that if a forward pass is mixed 
in as one of any of the three downs 
attempted after a first down the en- 
tire distance to be gained shall be 15 
yards, instead of only ten. This would 
compel the pass to be made further 
down the field, and so would come 
nearer to giving the opponents a fair 
and equal chance of getting possession 
of it, and the opponents could be given 
the right to hold up their hands for 
a fair catch, the same as for a kicked 
ball, thus avoiding these dangerous 
collisions. 

“I do not look at all for the commit- 
tee to do away with tackling, for that 
would be to do away with the game 
itself. It might be a good idea, though, 
to go back to the old rule prohibiting 
tackling around the neck, or a defen- 
sive player “biffing” a runner in the 
face with the open hand even by 
accident. It would make those acci- 
dents rare. I am sure. i 


A New Way of Scoring. ‘ 

For many years now we have been 
modifying and changing our rules of 
scoring. bringing a goal after a touch- 
down from two points down to one. 
and reducing the value of-a field goal 
from five points first to four and now 
to three points. These changes are 
all very well as far as they went; but, 
candidly. I believe our entire system 
of scoring could be improved. The 
present method allows of the operation 
of sheer luck in altogether too plenti- 
ful a mveasure.

Many 
racing men who recently attended the 
Atlanta meet, however, doubt very 
much if the Indianapolis tfack is as 
fast as the Speedway in Atlanta. Those 
well acquainted with both tracks give 
the preference to the sowthern race 
cOurse for speed.

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TBALL IN 1910

v. Lafayette game of the season just 
past, might win and lose the game. 

The consideration. of this subject 
here is of the more importance in 
that it is likely to be urged that if 
the game is divided into quarters the 
Players will be so refreshed that they 
are liable to be able to hold each 
other to tie scores too frequently. If 
it be true that such a result would 
follow —a matter which [I very 
much doubt—-we would be able to set- 
tle this tie game business very easily 
by simply adopting a more sensible 
method of scoring the. game. 

At present, for instance, a team 
may force the ball ever so many 
t'mes right up under the shadow of 
their opponents’ goal posts, but “nary 
a thing’ does it ever count until and 
unless they get it over that very last 
white line, while the other team may 
never have gotien nearer to their op- 
ponents’ goal liine than the 40-yard 
mark, and yet by a goal from the field 
have won the game. 

Now, if we would assign different 
values to different 5-yard lines on the 
gridiron, as well as merely to the last 
Or goal line, we would be awarding to 
the team that reached those various 
lines the exact score they deserved. 
Suppose, for instance, we were to 
assign a value of 1 point to attaining 
the opponents’ 25-yard line with the 
ball in possession; of 2 points to the 
opponents’ 20-yard line; of 3 to their 
15-yard line; of 4 to the 10; 5 to the 5, 
and 6 to the goal line. In this case 
we should have an official scorer added 
to the game, the same as we have in 
basketball, and this official would put 
down the points as fast as they were 
earned. We should see no game de- 
cided on the farce of kicking a goal 
after a touchdown, but. each team 
would have an exact measure of points 
to its credit according to the offen- 
Sive power it had displayed, and its 
opponent would be held down to the 
number of points that the first team’s 
defensive strength had determincd 
was its Hmit in that particular gamice. 

Would Eliminate Ties. 

It will be urged—‘Yes, but if each 
team made one touchdown only, they 
would still be tied up 6 and 6. That 
is exactly where the new system's 
beauty would come in, for they would 
not be tied up at all. Aside from these 
two lone touchdowns, one team or the 
cther would, presumably, have forced 
its way into opponents’ territory as far 
as the 25-yard line wth the ball in 
possession at some stage or other of 
the game, aside from the touchdown 
occasions, in which event that team 
would get:extra points to its credit. 
And if neither of them did get that 
near again to opponents’ goal, then 
the game deserved to be a tie, and not 
to be decided by so unimportant a de- 
tail as kicking a goai from the field. 

If this system of scoring were put 
in force, we should no doubt witness 
scores of games like 11 to 7, 28 to 13, 
43 to 29, etc. But what of that? We 
‘have that kind of scoring in basket- 
ball, and in bapeball we have both 
teams scoring in mest every game. It 
is not an absolute requisite to enjoy- 
ment in the game of football that one 
team shall be held scoreless. Insofar 
as it would tend to place an exact esti- 
mate on the offensive and the defensive 
Strength of two teams, relatively, in 
each game, I consider that it would be 
a vast improvement over the present 
hit or miss method of awarding to a 
team its just earnings. A few knotty 
questions would arise, no doubt, but 
the above is merely a rough sugges- 
tion. Such a system could easily be 
perfected. 

Many more suggestions wil! hay. 
teen received by the rules commtitee 
before it meets, and I do not look for 
them to make up their minds in.a big 
hurry as to just what is best in the 
way of changes. I fancy we shall sce

the committee going back home sev- 
eral times to report back and confer 
with’ their home authorities, as they 
did the year the forward pass rule 
was introduced, before they will de- 
cide on anything definite. It will 
probably be as late as next May be- 
fore we get a final vote on all] the 
amendments that will, be offered. This, 
| however, is wisest. There is no partic- 
\ ular hurry, so the ccmmittee gets 
through with the job before next fall. 
Everybody will be quite willing = to 
concede them all the time they want 
in which to study the situation and 
the game and in which to make sure 
that they will find out the exact seat 
of the trouble and how to correct it. 
But of this we may be sure—the rule 
changes for 1910 will be such as to 
make a very material difference in 
the game. ' 


Changes for Basebali? 

About the middle of this month the 
big baseball leagues meet, and the 
usual rumors of changes in the playing 
rules are being discussed with consid- 
erable animation. The changes made 
from year to year In the game of base- 
ball are so slight that it is hardly 
| worth while speculating thereon, for 
nothing that is In the least radical is 
to be looked for. Baseball will stil] 
be the same old game and with scarce- 
ly any recognizable differences. 

It has been suggested that both the 
ball and the bat be enlarged to: a 
greater diameter, but I have no idea 
that either of these suggestions will 
be adopted. 

Legislation against the spit ball is 
unnecessary, for the moistened fling 
seems to be dying a natural death. 
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rule, sg that, too, seems te be a buried 
bone of contention. 

Elberfeld’s brilliant suggestion of 
Several years ago to the effect that the 
<game would be wonderfully enhanced 
in possibilities if the batsmen were also 
allowed to run from home plate clock- 
wise. instead of anti-clockwise, that is. 
to third base first and thence around 
the circuit, as well ag to first base, 
seems not to have fallen on anv but 
sterile ground, for nothing ever came 
of it. The same fate seems to have be- 
fallen the excellent suggestion of a 
writer in The Baseball Magazine last 
year, who thought it would improve 
batting and make fielding more bril- 
llant if the width of the diamond were 
extended to more than 90 degrees so 
as to make the first and third base 
lines run (outside the bags).a few feet 
from where they now run, in order 
to determine whether a batted ball was 
fair or foul. gBoth th@se ideas would 
help the game immeasurably if carried 
out, and yet the rules committee. has 
Shown no disposition whatever to take 
them up. This simply indicates that 
the game, as it stands, has crystallized 
in public sentiment and tradition, and 
that there is no chance of any change 
that will be worth mentioning, or at 
least, worth “stewing” over. 

Anent the Spikes. 

There will, in all probability, be con- 
siderable discussion, and, I trust, some 
action, anent the steel spikes worn by

for the game ig pretty well under- 
stood now as it stands, and is general- 
ly liked the country over, and it 
might take a lot of experimenting to 
change it acceptably to al. If the ma- 
jors will only pass a rule to limit the 
number of men each major club can 
carry to somewhere within reason they 
will accomplish a whole lot for the 
game throughout the rest of the coun- 
try. his there is some chance of the 
third generation from now seeing an 
accomplished fact.

Washington, December 11.--How 
determined army officers are to pro- 
cure modifications of the Roosevelt 
physical tests was shown today in the 
annual report of General J. Franklin 
Bell, chief of staff. “Riding tests and 
physical training should not be aboi- 
ished,” says he, “but conditions con- 
nected therewith can undoubtedly ba 
improved.” 

He announces that modifications of 
the system, “suggested by experience,’ 
stortliy will be made to the secretary 
of war. While General Bell does not 
outline what these modifications will 
it ts believed they will provide 
that officers serving in the tropics and 
officers about to retire on account of 
age shall be excused from taking the 
tests. 


No increase in the strength of the 
army is recommended at this time. 
General Bell, however, asks for extra 
officers to take the place of the 709 
now on detailed duty and absent from 
their commands. A most important 
subject for the general welfare of the 
country, General Bell says, is the pae- 
sage of a comprehensive measure for 
the organization of a volunteer army 
to be raised only after congress has 
made @ declaration of war.

Unreasonable. 


Washington, December il1-—Freight 
rates advanced on certain classes by 
the Louigville and Nashville Railroad 
Company from New Orleans, La.™ to 
Mobliie,. Ala., and Pensacola, Fia., via 
intermediate pointe, are held by the 
interstate commerce commission, in a 
decision handed down today, to be un- 
juat and unreasonable. In its decision 
the commission holds: 

“Former rates have been in effect, 
substantially umchanged, for over 
twenty years, and there was no evi- 
dence that they were not compensa- 
tory, and neither by gomparison with 
other rates nor by any facts appearing 
are the advanced rates showa to be 
reasonable.” 

The commission, therefore, holds 


that the through rates from New Or- 
leans via Mobile and Pensacola to 
Montgomery, Selma and Prattville, 
Ala. on certain classes of freight, are 
unreasonable and excessive and re- 
duces the rates to the sum of the local 
rates. 

The decision was made ia the cases 
of the New Orleans Board of Trade 
against the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad Company. In the order of 
the commission the defendant railroad 
commpany is directed net to charge, dur- 
ing the two years beginning with the 
first of February, 1910, for the trans- 
portation of traffic from New Orieans, 
La., to Mobile, Ala. in excess of the 
following amounts:

Paris, December 11.—(Special.)—An 
authentic guillotine is to be sold by 
auction {n Paris early next month. It 
forms part of a collection of articles 
relating to the Revolution made by 
M. Forgeron. 

The guillotine was employed during 
the Reign of Terror at Feurs, in the 
Loire department. The uprights are 
ornamented with roughly carved Phty- 
gian caps, painted in red.

Ble IMPROVEMENT 
AT PRISON FARM 


New Buildings Are Being 
Planned by the Com- 
mission. 


The most extensive and valuable im- 
provements at the state farm in Bald- 
win county rapidiy being made 
under the direction of the prison com- 
mission, composed of Chairman G. R. 
Hutchens, Captain Wiley Williams and 
General Clement A. Evans. 

These improvements look to increas- 
ing the value and fertility of the farm 
and its plan of administration. The 
new superintendent, warden and book- 
keeper are rendering valuable assist- 
ance to the commission in this direc- 
tion. 

On the 16th of December the contract 
will be let for the erection of the new 
reformatory. Into this new building 
all the negro boys will be moved, leav- 
ing the old building for the white boys, 
and for the use of Superintendent 
Bethune and his wife. 

Chairman G. R. Hutchens declares 
that at the earliest date possible a 
model workshop will be installed and 
h'anual training begun, so that the in- 
etitution may be in fact as well as in 
name, a reformatory. A new adminis- 
tration building of four rooms will also 
be put up at once. The superintendent's 
old quarters will be used for a hos- 
pital. 

A tuberculosis hospital will also be 
erected @t the farm at an early date 
sc as to segregate the patients af- 
flicted with this dread disease from the 
others. At present it is not possible 
tc provide separate quarters for the 
victims of tuberculosis, and their pres- 
ence in the main building is a constant 
source of danger to all the inmates, 
as the half-witted and insane patients 
cennot be made to take the proper 
precautions. 

The legislature at its last session ap- 
propriated $4,000 for a _ tuberculosis 
hospital and $4,000 for a new reform- 
atcry building. The money for tha 
other improvements being made comes 
from the sale of agricultural crops 


are 


which the farm produces over and above, 


its needs. This year 2,000 baies of hay 
were raised for the market and a 
surplus of sweet potatoes. 

With the assistance of a civil en- 
gineer ani landscape gardener, the 
grounds are being improved and beau- 
tified. Shade trees are being set out, 
ditches cleaned and the grounds ter- 
raced to prevent disfiguring gullies. 

The fieid in front of the reformatory 
bullding, embracing three or four 
acres, will be set out in Bermuda grass 
and made to resemble a college campus 
instead of a stubble field. 

A strict and careful accounting of 
all departments of the state farm is 
being kept, the accounts of the. men, 
the women and the reformatory being 
kept separately. and each given credit 
for what they produce. J. W. Burke is 
the superintendent of the state farm; 
J. BE. Smith is warden; J. W. Adams,

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COTTON OIL TENDENCY 


TOWARD HIGHER LEVEL 


Spot Market During Past 
Week Remained 
Strong. 


New York, December 11.—(Special.) 
A firmer tone has characterized trad- 
ing in the cotton oil market during 
the past week, and, while there have 
been intervals of depression, the gen- 
eral tendency of values was toward 
a higher level. The large refining in- 
terests have not been active in the 
week's trading and transactions have 
been restricted mostly to the profes- 
sional element. The extent of activity 
has been narrow and traders have 
been satisfied with smail profits. 

Local supplies are exceedingly light 
and show no apparent increase as the 
se220n progresses. Arrivals are usual- 
ly necded on contracts and seldom 
reach the open market. The spot 
market, therefore, has remained 
strong and has not afforded an at- 
tractive field for speculative opera- 
tions. 

The demand for edible purposes has 
shown a slow but persistent increase, 
but for manufacturing uses the de- 
mand is practically Mil. Some of the 
largest refiners report an excellent do- 
mestic business in all the high-grade 
descriptions. These interests are not 
worrying about the absence of Euro- 
pean inquiries, but are confident that 
the entire crop can find ready chan- 
nels of absorption in this country 
alone. This view is based on the ap- 


parent scarcity of lard and the con- 
tinuance of high butter prices. 

The elimination of the soap-kettle 
from the present market has been the 
cause of expressions of concern in 
certain quarters where sales for the 
soap industry were formerly conduct- 
ed on an elaborate basis. The con- 
tinued high prices of the cotton prod- 
uct have led to importations of various 
foreign oils for soap-making purposes.

Oll Statistics. 

Government statistics regarding ex- 
jorts were made public early in the 
week ard attracted considerable in- 
terest from the trade in general. 
Total shipments for the month of 
October were 19,969,733 pounds valued 
at $1,191,187; these compare with 
20,045,990 pounds with a valuation of 
$1,560,901 for the same month in 1908. 
Regarding October's shipments, the 
Netherlands proved to be the largest 
consumer, with importations of 5,481,- 
760 pounds valued at $318,738. Mexico 
was second with importations of 
2,727,622 pounds, costing 3140,597. 
Total exports for ten months ending 
October 31, were 288,666,758 pounds, 
valued at $16,170,620; these compare 
with 267,492,728 pounds valued at 
$14,555,214 for the same period in 1908. 
The foreign movement from this port 
for the week amounted to 6,215 bar- 
rels. 

The oil market only responded mod- 
erately to the strength in cotton after 
the Census Bureau’s report, but pro- 
fessional sentiment was very bullish 
around the ring The late movement 
gave many tired oil holders a chance 
to see daylight and the opportunity 
to close accounts was not neglected. 
Tne professional contingent, however, 
bought freelyy on any set-back and 
less difficulty was experienced in 
marking prices up than marking them 
down. 

Crashers Control Crude Oil. 

The crushers have shown better con- 
of the crude oil situation and 
there has been little desire to offer 
extensively.

While the bureau estimate, as always, 
had a marked effect, for the time be- 
ing. upon the course of the market, the 
local trade is more inclined to guide 
itself, in its reckonings as to the size 
of the crop, by the census bureau re- 
port on ginnings to December 1, is- 
sued Wednesday, than by the govern- 
ment estimate, which, after all, is more 
or lesg of a guess. It is generally con- 
ceded in well-informed cotton circles of 
this city that a larger percentage of 
the crop was ginned to December 1 
this year than was ginned to the cor- 
responding period last year, when

Assuming, say, that the per- 
centage of the present crop ginned to 
December 1 was 84 per cent of the 
whole, the indicated crop would be 
10,669,000 bales. If 85 per cent was 
ginned to December 1, the indicated 
crop would be 10,444,000 bales, and if 
$6 per cent, the indicated crop would 
be 10,323,000 bales. The general opin- 
fon in this market#however, is that 
87 per cent of the crop was ginned to 
December 1, and, in this case, the in- 
dicated crop would be 10,204.000 bales.

Smith upon his investigation of the 
Extra good. grade 
cotton, in certificated form, will, it is 
thought, be delivered on the outstand- 
ing long contracts. This same cotton, 
so it is said, will be redelivered on 
either March or May contracts, the pre- 
mium being paid for these positions 
assuring a profit on such a transaction 
im excess of the carrying charges. If 
the bulls are to pull down any large 
profits, it will be in either the March 
or the May position, as deliveries later 
than that date will be affected, to a 
more or less extent, by the outlook 
for the next crop, and, hence, the pos- 
sibility of deliveries in March or May 
is a factor in the situation worthy of 
Serious consideration. 


Commissioner Smith’s Report. 


The recent report of Commissioner of 
Cerporations Herbert Knox Smith, con- 
demning the system of fixed differences 
used in the New York market and ap- 
proving the system of commercial dif- 
ference which has always been the 
practice in this market, attracted no 
little attention here in the early part 
of the week. a a misconception 
on the part of the ashington corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press, who 


failed to grasp the technical features of . 


the report, it Was made to appear in the 
first dispatches from Washington that 
the practice of dealing in futures on 
both exchanges had been condemned. 
President Thompson, of the New Or- 
leans cotton exchange, promptly called 
for an explanation, which was forth- 
coming in the form of a statement from 
Commissioner Smith, who stated that 
it wags practically true that while the 
report of the bureau of corporations 
had condemned the New York system 
of fixed differences, there was little 
in the system of commercial differ- 
ences in vogue here to be condemned. 
As a matter of fact, some months ago, 
the New Orleans cotton exchange, 
through a special committee, modified 
its form of contxact In accordance with 
the recommendations made by the bu- 
reau of corporations, and after a con- 
ference with Commisioner Smith him- 
self. It was this revised contract, now 
used in the dealings on the floor of the 
New Orleans cotton exchange, tbat 
was indorsed at a convention of the 
American cotton manufacturers held 
in Richmond, Va. As New York is not 
@ natural spot market, like ours, it is 
realized here that the system of fixed 
differences there is to attract cotton 
from the south which would not other- 
Wise go to that market. If the gov- 
ernment compels the New York market 
to adopt the system of commeéreia! dif- 
ferences, it is obvious that the very 
existence of that market would be 
threatened. With both the government 
and the Farmers’ Union after its scalp, 
the New York’ market is apparently 
between-the devil and the deep blue 
sea. Just what the outcome wild be 
of the present crusade remains to be

KNEES 


WAS ALL UNWARRANTED 


How President’s Message 
Was Received by 
Wall Street. 


New York, December 11.—(Special.) 
On reading the president’s message, 
Tuesday, Wall street quickly realized 
that the progress of the bull market 
in stocks had been checked by unwar- 
ranted knocking of knees. From Wall 
street's point of view, that document 
spelled peace, instead of the expected 
war; therefore the machinery for 
churning up prices was immediately 
started at full speed, and now the bul} 
market is on. Within the next thirty 
days some $200,000,000 will be dis- 
tributed in January interest and div- 
idends, by far the largest payments 
of the.s.year. The January “reinvest- 
ment period” is the time when people 
who have stocks to sell expect te reap 
arich harvest. Wall street's “captains 
of industry” now have the speculative 
stocks and the investing puBlic will 
get the $200,000,000. Hence the bull 
market. : 

A very small part of the financial 
community here, invariably classified 
as the old fogies, are of the opinion 
that the best investment that can be 
made just now is in patience. In 
other words, the old fogies believe that 
prices are already too high, and that 
the odds are now ten to one against 
the buyer. Such views are based part- 
ly on the bank statements, which, for 
weeks, have shown that loans exceed- |, 
ed deposits. To bring about that sit- 
uation the banks have loaned all of 


their deposits and part of their capital 


Any one at all familiar 
with financial affairs knows that such 
conditions flash unmistakable signals 
meaning weakness. 

Then, too, Wall street has already 
forgotten the Standard Olli decision; 
but the old fogies say that that little 
affair has not yet. been settled, and 
that when it is, the final decision is 
not apt to be to Wall street's liking. 
No trouble is expected from Washing- 
ton, but they say it is just as well to 
keep in mind that congress is in s8es- 
sion. 


and surplus. 


Real Cause for Uteasiness. 


Their real cause for uneasiness, how- 
ever, is based on the high cost of liv- 
ing, which is at the bottom of the 
growing demands of labor for higher 
wages. Some very stupid mistakes 
have been made in the past by our 
“captains of industry” and go far, it 
does not appear that they have read 
aright the signs of the times regard- 
ing the labor situation. While no re- 
ply has been made to the demands for 
higher wages a movement has already 
been started by the railroads for a 
general increase in freight rates. The 
railroads say that the inerease in 
freight rates must come ahead of the 
increase in wages. In other words the 
cost of living, they say, must be 
jerked still higher before the increase 
in wages which is based on the al- 
ready high cost of living is granted. 
To the old fogies that is merely travel- 
ing in a circle under a shade tree. 


Arguments Not Convincing. 


Moreover, the old fogies say that 
such arguments are not very convinec- 
ing to the laboring man when made 
by a railroad like the Union Pacific 
or Pennsylvania, which is paying from 
6 to 10 per cent dividends on $300,000, - 
000 or $400,000,000 worth of stock, or 
by the railroads which have only re- 
cently increased their dividends, such 
as the St. Louis Southeastern, the 
Atchison, the Atlantic Coast Line, the 
Chesapeake and Ohio, the Louisville 
and Nashville,. and the Norfolk and 
Western. President Brown, of the 
New York Central, is acting as spokes- 
men for the railroads in adyancing 
the theory that rates must be ad- 
vanced before wages. If Wall street 
rumors are correct one of his roads, 
the Lake Shore, will shortly increase 
its dividends from 12 per cent to 14, 
while another, the Michigan Central, 
will pay 8, instead of 6, and still an- 
other, the Big our, will resume divi- 


dends on its common stock. 


Will Not Be Able to Invest. 

But the old fogies know that many 
of the people who will. share in the 
$200,000,.000 January interest and divi- 
dend payments will not be able to 
invest their money in.patience. Some 
of them they know will even borrow 
money on their forthcoming interest or 
dividend checks and buy stocks on a 
margin. To all of such the advice of 
the old fogies is, that if they must 
buy stocks at the present high prices, 
first pick out a seasoned dividend 
stock and then divide the present sgell- 
ing price into the dividend being paid. 
If the result is attractive well and 
good, for if the market breaks, the 
stock bought on a margin can be pur- 
chased outright and locked up; and 
some non-dividend paying stocks are 
selling today at a price which would| 
be high if dividends were being paid 
at the rate of four or five per cent. 
If January interest -on dividend money 
is invested in such securities it may 
mean that either a loss must be taken 
or the stock carried indefinitely. That 
is what happened in December of 1902, 
and again in December of 1906, and 
many analogies can be found be- 
tween those two years and 1909.
